HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 


Fourth Annual Session of the Fourth Legislative Assembly, 
begun and held at Madison, the Seat of Government, on Mon- 
day the fifth day of January, in the year of our Lord, one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-six, being the day prescrib- 
ed by law for the annual meeting of the said Assembly, on 
which day at twelve o’clock, meridian, the House of Repre- 
sentatives was called to order by La Fayette Kellogg, the 
Chief Clerk, and the roll being called, the following named 
members who had presented certificates of their election and 
oath of office, severally answered to their names and took 
their seats, to wit:

His Excellency, the Governor appeared in the Representa- 
tives’ Hall, and communicated ta the two Houses the follow- 
ing message : 


Follow Citizens of the Council E 
and House of Representatives: 


You are assembled in conformity te a law of this Territory 
to perform the responsible duties that devolve on you as the 
Representatives af the people. 


We have abundant cause to be thankful to the Almighty 
Disposer of all good, for the very abundant barvests with 
which lic has been-pleased to reward the husbandman during 
the past year. Our citizens, who cultivate the soil, are rap. 
idly developing the agricultural resources of the Territory. 
Qur prairies are heing converted into luxuriant fields. We 
have inexhaustible stores of mineral wealth. Our climate is 
af the most salubriqus character, and cur soil suited to the 


production of every thing necessary for the comfort of man.. 


We have the great lakes, Michigan and Superior, (aur inland. 
seas) on the east and north, and the Father of Rivers on the 
west; with several large rivers passing through our Territory 
in different directions. With a population intelligent, indus- 
trious and. enterprising, the growth and prosperity of Wiscon- 
sm must be onward; and the time is not far distant when ske 
will form one of the most populous States of the Union. 

I respectfuliy recommend the passage of a law, submitting 
ta the people of the Territory the expediency of determining 
by a majority of their votes, whether they are for or against 
a State Government. If they are in favor of that measure, 
the preparatory steps to carry into effect their wishes on that 
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subject should be taken without loss of time. If they deter- 
mine by their votes against that measure, their will. will be 
ascertained and the public mind put to rest og that important 
subject. l 
The people are the source of all power, under our republi» 
ean form of government, and are competent at all times to 
` determine for themselves what will best promote their politi- 
cal interests. Their will, when known and expressed, should 
always be obeyed. oH 
I respectfully invite your attention to the existing laws af 
the Territory regulating Common Schools. It is believed that 
a revision of them would have a salutary effect. The present 
has been denominated an age of improvement. The human 
mind is seizing. and carrying out to practical resnits the mo- 
menfous truths which respect the relations of men to each 
other, and the appropriate means of accomplishing the pur- 
poses of human society and government. At the foundation 
of this vast movement lies the work of educating the great 
mass of the people. The elective franchise is the foun- 
dation of our liberties; and the permanency and perpetu- 
ity of our republican institutions must depend on the intel- 
ligence of the people, who, knowing their rights, will main« 
tain them. 
The Territorial Debt is a subject of great interest to the. 
the people. I have not had the means of ascertaining the 
precise amount of the indebtedness of the Territory, nor the 
amonnt of the tax created by the Legislature for its payment. 
‘It is certainly not a large debt: As on act of justice to the 
«creditors of the Territory, their demands shonld be paid as 
early as possible; as well as to sustain the standing of the 
Territory abroad, in meeting properly the public engage- 
ments. 
The situation of the. Territory for want of a Penitentiary, is 
a subject worthy of the consideration of the Legislative As- 
sembly, Ey the laws of the Territory, criminals convicted of 
crimes of a high grade are sentenced to confinement in the 
state prison for a term of years, and are committed to the 
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county jails for safe keeping, for want of a Penitentiary 
where they are confined at the expense of the Territory. ‘I 
have no means by which to make an estimate of the amount 
paid by the people of the Territory for the maintainance and 
safe kéeping of convicts in jails, since the organization of the 
Territorial Government. I have no doubt, however, that the 
amount paid would have been sufficient to have erected a 
suitable Penitentiary for their safe keeping, and giving profit- 
able employment to them. With our increased population, it 
would seem to require that some steps should be taken to raise 
funds for the erection of a Penitentiary. It would be proper 
to memorialize Congress, asking for an appropriation for that 
object; that body appears disposed, however, to make our 
Territorial appropriations as small as possible. 

The representatives of the people, coming immediately from 
their constituents, know their wants and wishes upon all sub- 
jects of legislation; they know the state of the Territorial 
debt, and the means of discharging it, and the resources of 
those whose interests they represent. 

The spirit of the age we live in. as well as the humanity of 
our laws, are opposed to capital punishment, except for the 
highest grade of erime. The great purpose of criminal law 
is reformation. This purpose is the foundation of the Peni- 
tentiary system, which combines with imprisonment, hard 
labor, and a course of moral discipline suited to reclaim offen- 
ders to the paths of rectitude and virtue. This effect can- 
not be produced in county jails where the convict has no 
employment. But the continuance of his confinement is 
calculated to prepare his mind for the commission of higher 
offences. : 


Í recommend the memorializing of Congress,on the subject 
of the sale of the United States lead mines and reserved min- 
eral lands, The occupation of the United States lead mines 
under the present leasing system, has heretofore been und 
continues. to be a source of much litigation in the courts of 
justice, unprofitable to the government, and expensive and 
hatrassing to the citizens of the Territory, From a statement 
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nik by the Register of the Land Office for the Wisconsin 
land district, there appears to be reserved from sale, as lead 
mines, or timbered lands for smelting purposes in that land 
district, one hundred and one thousand acres. ‘This teserya- 
tion was made by the Superintendent of the lead mines’ more 
than ten years since, and embraces a desirable portion of the 
mineral region of country. The larger proportion of the reserve 
is land well adapted to agricultural purposes. These lands 
have been entirely unproductive to the government, and are 
lessened in value from the fact that much valuable timber has 
been taken from them. 

‘The relation of landlord and tenant should vot exist in this 
government as between the government and its citizens ; it is 
certainly contrary to the spirit of our free institutions. The 
present leasing system of the United States lead mines, makes 
the lessee a tenant at the will of the agents of the govern- 
ment, unless he pays the stipulated rent, agreeable to the 
conditions of the lease. The rent is a direct tax, or tribute, 
paid the government, on the labor of the miner, which has 
proved unproductive to the government, and unjust in its ef- 
fects on the mining interests. There can be no doubt but that 
the true policy of the government is to sell the lead mines, ex- 
tending the right of pre-emption to resident miners and set- 
tlers; they will then be opened to individual enterprise ; there 
will be an increased quantity of lead manufactured, affording 
the people of the United States a cheap and abundant supply 
of that article, and a surplus for exportation. ; 

. The commerce of Lake Michigan has increased within a 
few years in a ratio far exceeding avy other inland waters in 
the United States. Congress has made appropriations for the 
construction of harbors at the towns of Milwaukee, Racine 
and Southport, on the western shore of the lake, which have 
been expended’ under the direction of the War Department, 
in the prosecution-of these works. According to the estab- 
lished usage of the government, additional appropriations may 
be expected until their completion. 

Estimates have been made, under the direction of the War ` 
Department, for harbors at the mouths of the Sheboyagan and 
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Manitouwoce rivers, where towns have been commented, and 
are increasing in commercial importance, and the country set- 
tling rapidly in the interior with enterprising inhabitants, who 
merit all the aid that can be derived from the most secure 
navigation of the lake. From the extent of the lake coast, 
between Milwaukee and Green Bay, and the great advantage 
to be derived from the construction of harbors at the mouths 
of the rivers referred to, in a commercial point of view, I rec- 
ommend to the Legislative Assembly the propriety of memo- 
tializing Congress, asking for appropriations sufficient for the 
commencement of harbors at the points designated. 

Wisconsin has a coast on the western shores of Lake Mich- 
igan of four hundred miles in extent; in that distante there 
are but few rivers that discharge themselves into the lake, 
which afford suitable situations for harbors. The construction 
of harbors on this extensive coast, I consider are works of a 
national character, in which the United States are directly 
interested in a military point of view. In the event of a war, 
the government is, bound to afford protection to its citizens; 
and to afford that protection, it is necessary there should be 
safe harbors constructed, where troops and the necessary mu- 
nitions of war could be safely landed, for the security and 
safety of the lake towns, as well as the lake border settle- 
ments, as the whole extent of the northern frontier of Wiscon- 
sin. The United States are now in a state of peace with 
England; should they, however, change their present peaceful 
relations with that power, it would seem that the necessary 
preparations should be made at an early period, to guard 
against a state of things that must take place sooner or 
later. 

_ I recommend the memorializing of Congress on the subject 
of the removal of the obstructions in the navigation of the’ 
Mississippi, at the Upper and Lower Rapids. It is a subject 
of vital interest to the people residing in the westera counties 
of this Territory. 

< The commerce of the Upper Mississippi has increased much 
in importance within the last few years. The delay of light- 
ing steamboats to enable them to cross the rapids at a low- 
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stage of the river, is calculated to produce much inconvenience 
and additional expense in the price of freight and transporta~ 
tion, as well as the loss of property, and frequently at the risk 
of. the lives of those engaged in this perilous navigation. The 
people of the state of Illinois and the territory of Iowa. are the. 
proprietors of the country embracing the rapids on both sides 
of the Mississippi, and no doubt they feel a deep interest in 
the improvement of their navigation. The citizens of Wis- 
consin feel a common interest in this improvement., This 
interest pervades the whole country on the eae pi from, 
St. Peter’s to the Gulf of Mexico. 

This Territory is advantageously situated for an extended 
system of internal improvement. The General Government 
has, however, heretofore limited its appropriations for that 
important object. The improvement of the navigation of the 
Wisconsin and Fox rivers, and uniting them by a canal at the 
Portage, would be the means of opening a direct communica- 
tion between Lake Michigan and the Mississippi. This im- 
provement is of national importance, by affording the United 
States great facilities for the transportation of troops, supplies 
and munitions of war, from the Lakes to the Mississippi, for 
the protection of our northern frontier. The country border- 
ing on the Wisconsin and Fox rivers is settling rapidly with 
an industrious, enterprising population, The current of em- 
migration is taking that direction, which greatly enhances the 
importance of this improvement in an agricultural and com. 
mercial point of view. Memorials have been forwarded to 
Congress, annually, from the Legislative Assembly, since the 
organization of the territorial government, asking appropria- 
tions for this object. This subject has been before both 


. Houses of Congress. A bill passed the Senate, giving a 


grant of land for this improvement. The final action of the 
House of Representatives was not had on the bill pending 
before that body on the same subject. I respectfully recom- 
mend that a memorial be forwarded to Congress, asking for a 
suitable appropriation for this improvement. 

The construction of a rail or M’Adamized road from Lake 
Michigan to the Mississippi, on the most practicable route

from and to those points which will afford the greatest facili. 
ties te our trade and commerce, is a subject of vital imports 
ance to the future growth and prosperity of Wisconsin. 

Without the aid of the General Government, this work 
could not be commenced at this time. It appears tobe the 
settled policy of the government to reduce the appropriations 
‘as low as possible for the territorial government; believing, 
as it would seem they do, that the time has arrived when 
Wisconsin should take the proper steps for the formation of a 
State Government. Should the Representatives of the people, 
however, deem it proper to take any steps on this important 
subject, compatible with the public interests, they will have 
my co-operation. 


‘Fhe improvement of the navigation of the Rock river, oe l 


the line of the State of Ilinois, to the town of Jefferson, is a 
subject of much interest to that desirable section of country. 
The Rock river waters a large extent of -fertile country, run» 
ning near the center of the settled part of the Territory. On 
the borders of this river, there has sprung up, within the last 
few years, several important commercial towns and villages, 
This important improvement would have a tendency to pro» 
mate the agricultural and commercial interests of the people 
in that part of the Territory, and would be preparatory to the 
improvement of the river of the Four Lakes. Since the or» 
ganization of the Territorial Government, no appropriations 
have been made by Congress for the improvement of our rivers 
although memorials have been annually forwarded by the Le- 
gislative Assembly for that ebject. One cause of the failure, 
ne doubt, in obtaining appropriations, has heen, that we have 
asked for the improvement of too many small rivers. I think 
the best way to obtain the favorable aztion of Congress on 
our memorials, will be to ask appropriations for the improve- 
ment of our principal rivers in the first instance. I recom: 
mend. the memorializing of Congress, asking a suitable appro- 
priation for the improvement of the Rock River, above the 
line of the State of Illinois, to the point on that river designa- 
ted. 

At the last session of the Legislative Assembly, an act pas- 
sed as a measure’of relief to the settlers on the Canal Lands

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granted to the Territory, (odd sections.) It appears. bythe 


_ provisions of the act referred to, that all the unsold portions 


of the Canal Grant are to be sold on the second Monday of 
April next. ' 

I would respectfully submit to ‘the Legislative Assembly, the 
propriety of extending the time for the sdle of the Canal Lands, 


“to give time for the action of Congress on thissubject. Itisa 


fact well known, that Congress has never acted upon the laws 
of this Territory except in a few cases of bank charters. No 
injury can result either to the Territory or the Government by 
a delay of the sale of the lands in question, I have no hesi- 
tation in expressing it as my opinion that Congress will ex- 
tend to the settlers on the Canal Lands, the right of pre-~emp- 
tion, and to purchase their homes at the minimum price of the 
government lands. They are certainly entitled upon the prin- 
ciples of justice, as well as the usage of the government, to 
the favorable action of Congress by placing them on an equal 
footing with other settlers on the public lands. 

I respectfully invite your attention to the present state of 
the militia of the Territory. On the 30th of November, 1840, 
the returns of the militia were made by the Adjutant General 
of the Territory, to the Adjutant General of the United States 
Army. The aggregate number was 5,223, at that period,— 
Under the act of Congress of 1808, regulating the quota of 
arms to be furnished to the several States and Territories, ace 
cording to the returns of their militia, the quota for Wisconsin 
was forty-nine muskets. No returns of the militia have been 
made to the Adjutant General of the Army, since the date ré- 
ferred to. The number of muskets to which the Territory 
was entitled to the 30th of November, 1845, would be 249. 
On my requisition, sixty stands of muskets and equipments 
were received from the commanding officer at Fort Winnebsa- 
go, and delivered to the éfficers commanding a yolunteer com- 
pany of light infantry, taking from the officers a bond, approved 
by the Attorney General of the Territory for the safekeeping 
and return of the muskets and equipments when required by 
the Executive of the Territory. The captain commanding the - 
Iowa County Dragoons, in ‘1843, received on the requisition of 
the then Executive, fifty pairs of pistols and fifty swords, with 
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suitable cavalry equipments, which are now in the possession 
of that officer. Fifiy pairs of pistols and fifty swords with 
suitable cavalry equipments, were ordered to Green Bay by my 
immediate successor in office. These cavalry arms and equip- 
ments are in the possession of a citizen of that place, subject 
to the order of the Executive. - 

I recommend the passage of a resolution of the Legislative 
Assembly, authorising the superintendent of the public build- 
ings, to procure a suitable room at the expense of the Territo- 
ry, for the safe keeping of the public,arms and equipments.— 
As soon as I am advised that that arrangement has been made 
I will address the War Department on the subject of the re- 
maining arms and equipments for the Territory. From the 
greatly increased immigration to the Territory, had the re- 
turns of the militia been made annually since the 30th of No- 
vember, 1840, the Territory would now be in the receipt of at 
least 600 stand of muskets and equipments. The law of the 
12th of April, 1843, repealing the law for mustering the mili- 
tia, [recommend may be repealed. Iam not disposed to re- 
commend a measure that would put those who may be Hable 
to perform militia duty to any serious inconvenience or loss of 
time. I deem it, however, indispensable to the efficiency of 
the militia, that there should be a reorganization of the sys- 
tem, from the great accession to the population of the Territo- 
ry; and that the militia should be properly organized, offiger- 
ed, mustered, and an annual inspection of their arms. 

We have to depend upon the militia for the defence of our 
extended frontier. Should they be called to perform the ac- 
tive duties of the field, they should be well armed and equip- 
ped, and properly disciplined, and made acquainted with the 
nature of the service required of them. Volunteer corps ta- 
ken from the militia, have always been distinguished for their 
gallantry and efficiency in all our Indian wars since the revol- 
ution. The cause of their efficiency is apparent. They have 
the selection of their own officers to command them; they are 
well armed and equipped, and properly disciplined, which al- 
ways gives them confidence in the face of an enemy; and 
withal, they possess in a high degree, that patriotism and love 


of country common to those who are defending their homes . 
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and firesides against the attack of a common enemy. Tu show 
the'spirit and promptness of volunteer corps, I deem this an 
appropriate occasion to state that a volunteer corps of light 
infantry (styled the Washington Guards) were recently orga- 
nized in the town of Milwaukee. Immediately after the re- 
ceipt of their arms and equipments, they tendered their ser- 
vices to the Executive of the Territory, stating that they were 
ready to take the field, should their services be required.— 
They, on that occasion, evinced a spirit of patriotism highly 
creditable to them, and worthy of imitation. ` 

The Indians on our frontiers appear peaceably dispo- 
sed, with the exception of the Winnebagoes. “Frequent com- 
plaints were made during the past year, of their committing 
depredations on the property of the inhabitants of the frontier 
settlements. The complaints of the citizens of the Territory 
were forwarded to the Commissioner of Indian Affairs.’ I ur-- 
ged upon that department the necessity of a mounted force to 
remove the Winnebagoes to the neutral country, I received 
a letter from the Commissioner in September last, stating that 
the Sub-Indian Agent of the Winnebagoes had been instruct- 
ed by his department to have the intruding Winnebagoes re- 
moved from Wisconsin. Since then } have not been advised 
that any steps have been taken by the sub-agent for their re» 
moval. J received a letter from Gen. Brooke, of the United 
States army, commanding the 3d military department, dated 
on the 19th of October, stating that a company of United States 
Dragoons would occupy Fort Crawford early in November last. 
That movement has failed. A memorial from the citizens of 
Crawford county, addressed to the President of the United 
States, has been forwarded to him, complaining of the con- 
tinued depredations of the Winnebagoes on the property of 
the citizens of that county, and of their having killed a peacea- 
ble citizen ina neighboring county, and requesting that United 
States troops might again occupy Fort Crawford, Ihave ad- 
dressed the President a letter ou the subject of the memorial 
referred to, and have sustained the views of the memorialists ; 
and expressed my views to him as tothe proper course, in my 
opinion, to be taken in relation to the removal of the Winne- 
bago Indians from the neutral country they now occupv. One 
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company of United States Dragoons stationed either at Fort 
Crawford or Fort Winnebago, would be sufficient to remove 
all Indian intruders from Wisconsin. The Winnebago Indi- 
ans pay no regard to their treaty stipulations with the govern- 
ment; they appear reckless and unprincipled, and unless the 
proper steps are taken to remove them from where they are 
now located, or restrain them within the limits of their own 
country, there is danger to be apprehended that they will be 
brought into collision with the frontier inhabitants of the Ter- 
ritory. A memorial from the Legislative Assembly, addressed. 
to the Secretary of War, expressing the wishes of the people 
of the Territory, on the subject of our Indian relations, would 
no doubt have a good effect. 

I submit, for your information, the report of the Adjutant 
General of the militia. His report commences with the first 
organization of the militia under the territorial government.— 
The suggestions of the Adjutant General, as to the changes in 
the present laws for the government of the militia, I recom- 
mend to your favorable consideration. 

In conclusion, it remains for me to tender to the Legislative 
Assembly, my hearty co-operation in every well directed effort 
to promote the public good; trusting that we shall all feel how 
much we need the wisdom that comes from above, to enable 
us to direct our deliberations as to best promote the happiness * 
and prosperity of the people of Wisconsin.

The delay which has been incurred upon the same, your 
committee believes has been as little creditable to the inter- 
ests of the Territory as agreeable to the members of the Le- 
gislature, or honorable to ‘Mr. Baxter himself, in thus placing 
him under the necessity of repeatedly importuning the Les 
gislature for some final action upon his claims, either for or 
against the same. i 

By an examination of the reports of previous committees 
upon this subject, it appears from the Appendix of Council 
Journal, 1843, page 45, that there was proved due Mr. Bax- 
ter $1008 55, which was reported for extra work done, and 
without reference to any damage sustained from any depreci- 
ation in the value of territorial bonds—which the committee 
did not feel warranted in expressing an opinion upon. 

The Appendix of Council Journal 1844, page 50, exhibits 
a report made by a joiit committee of the two Houses, who, 
it appears, was appointed for the specific purpose of closing a 
settlement with Mr, Baxter. 

This committtee then and there appear to have gone intoa 
more full examination of the accounts and evidence relating 
to Mr. Baxter's claims than any before or since, and report as 
the balance due Mr. Baxter, $1872 14. 

Your committee, at this late day, have no other evidence or 
means of ascertaining the real condition of the justness or 
unjustness of these claims, upon which to predicate a report, 
aside from the vagueness of common rumor, than these seve- 
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ral reports already made. From which it appears, that in the 
one case the committee were satisfied. that Mr. Baxter was 
entitled to the sum of $1008 55, and in the other case, 
$1372 14. 

It further appears that the contract price for the completion 
of the Capitol was let to Mr, Baxter for $7000, subject to 
such alterations in the specifications made in the contract as 
the Commissioner of Public Buildings from time to time 
should direct, and to be deducted from said contract or allows 
ed in addition thereto, as said Commissioner should estimate, 
for which Mr. Baxter was to be paid as the work progressed 
in territorial bonds, and upon which it is shown that Mr. Bax 
ter never received but $6000 of said bonds—$1000 being 
retained in the hands of the Treasurer as an indemnity against 
any failure or deficiency in the work of said contract, 

In view of which, in connection with the reports previously 
made in behalf of Mr. Baxter, your committee, anxious to 
bring this long harrassing subject to a final adjustment, haye 
unanimously agreed to submit the following resolution, rec:

moral influence, the only effective remedy that can relieve the 
public from the evil. 

The many expedients of law resorted to, to restrain the too 
common use and free traffic in the article, for a long courseof 


. years, have only served to protect it, and have formed a ram- 


part between the healthful moral tone of public opinion, 
which has driven back from open day other kindred vices, and 
preserved this last of legalized systems of wrong to prey upon 
the vital interests of the body politic—around which the Le- 
gislature have thrown the sacred panoply of the law, and re- 
quire judges and jurors, despite the manifest injury to com- 
munity, to grant it protection md perpetuity, though its 
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inroads upon all the interests of society have been far greater 
and more pernicious than every other evil guarded against in 
our statute books. It may indeed be called the mother of 
evils, for it-seems to be the incipient agent that prepares the 


minds of men for all the humiliating and degrading vices and i 
crimes of the day. This fact is sa manifest that the commit. ; 


tee consider that to be longer identified as the upholders and 
god fathers of such a system, will tend to weaken the force 
and power of public sentiment, and render ineffective that 


moral influence which has proved a salutary corrective or res 


straint ta eyery other evil. And whatever disposition the 
Legislature may make of the subject, the committee wish ta 
wash their hands of any further participation in continuing by 
law this canker upon the vitals of all the sources of national 
wealth, of intellectual endowments, and of the prosperity, 
peace and happiness of our race.

Sm—The citizens of this prairie and the surrounding 

| country having been for the last several months annoyed and 
harrassed by the depredations of the Winnebago Indians, and 
submitted to their bullying and insults, have at length been 
forced to the dernier resort—to take up arms for our own pro- 
tection. This evening a skirmish took place between the 
Indians and the citizens, in which four of the former were 
severely if not mortally wounded ; and from the known char- 
acter of the Indians, we may naturally expect more serious 
consequences to ensue. 

A true and correct statement of the cecurrences of the day 
is substantially as follows: 

A number of the Indians came down the north side of the 
Wisconsin river to Capt, Smith’s and stole his canoe. He 
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discovered them and called to them to bring it back, which ` 
they refused to do. The Captain, with several other men, 

came over to this shore, found the Incians who took his boat, 

and chastised one or two of them with a stick, and in the 

melee one of his men was severely hurt with a club in the 

hands of one of the Indians. The Indians then ran, and the 

citizens, a number of whom had ‘by this time collected, fol. 

lowed them a little way and returned. In a'short time the 

Indians came back also. All the citizens having by this time 

assembled, Capt, James B. Estes and Booth advanced to. 

wards them, unarmed, and in a peaceable manner, making ' 
friendly manifestations—all of which time the Indians threat. 
ened by drawing their knives. throwing off their blankets, 
waiving their guns in the air, and pointing them towards the : 
whites. Finding it impossible to pacify or appease them, they 
separated, and in a moment they fired upon the citizens——the 
next minute their fire was returned and four of them fell. 

The Indians have sent their runners in various directions 
to collect their scattered bands. We have also sent to several 
places for aid, and have already received a considerable rein- 
forcement, 

These, sir, are the facts as they occurred ; and we now ask 
your assistance, if any you have to offer, or if it be not in 
your power to send it, we are determined to defend ourselves. 
Nor will we rest until we kill or drive every Indian on the 
Wisconsin to their own ground west of the Mississippi. 

We have organized in a proper manner by electing our ofi- 
cers, viz: James B. Estes, captain; Stephen P, Hollenbeck, 
Ist lieutenant ; Robert McCloud, 2d, and Andrew R. McFar- 
land, orderly sergeant, The meeting would respectfully ask 
your approval of the officers elected. The number of men 
here collected and under arms at this time are upwards of 
forty.

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Gentlemen—The vote that we have just taken, admonishes 
us that our-business of legislation is about tAclose—that our 
short, though I must say agreeable associations here, which in 
the discharge of our public duties, is about to be dissolved, 
and the brief authority which has been entrusted to us by our 
constituents, is about to be returned to theif hands, and our 
acts to be approved or disapproved by the body of the people 
who alone under the principles of a free government, are hap- 
pily the source of all political power. 

I need not say to you, gentlemen, that out session has been, 
though skort, a laborious one. ‘The amount of business too, 
which has been introduced and disposed of by the Assembly 
at the present session, has probably been more than double 
that of any former sessionjof the same length—and could I 
feel as strongly assured that no bad result would grow out 
of the hasty legislation arising from the inadequacy of the 
appropriation made by Congress for our expenses, as I do 
of the untiring industry and devotedness of every member 
upon'this floor to the interests of their constituents and the 
Territory, I should leave you, gentlemen, with feelings of 
pride and gratification. 

When I entered upon the duties of this important station, 
I did so, relying more upon your kind aid and friendly indul- 
gence, than with any consciousness of my own ability, and I 
am happy to assure you, and I do it with reference not more to 
the sentiments embraced in the resolution which you have so 
unanimously adopted, than to the continued friendly feeling 
which has been manifested in all your business intercourse, 
that these expectations have not been disappointed. Our in- 
terview, gentlemen, short as it has been, and strangers as we 
were has been on my part fraught with the most happy associ- 
ations, and will be remembered by me, long after our busi- 
ness relations shall have been dissolved—we have labored to- 
gether for the public weal as well as for the best interests of 
our respective local constituents. In sustaining those inter- 
ests, as well as in our views and sentiments upon more import- 
ant matters of general interest, we may at times have been 
brought in collision, and excited perhaps for the moment, feel. 
ings of disquietude and er aa but one of the most sa- 
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cred conservative principles of a republican government, I al. 
lude to the majority principle, has always been at hand, to 
control—to condole, and to heal our temporary differences and 
again harmonize our actions, 

For this kindeess, gentlemen, not only towards me, but to 
wards each other, you will accept my most grateful acknowl.

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REPORT 


OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL OF THE TERRITORY. 


Adjutant Generals Office, `F 
Mineral Point, W. T., Dec.. dist, 1846. 
To His Excellency, Henry Donee, 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief, he. &e. 

Siz :—-In making the seventh annual report from this De- 
partment to the Commander-in-Chief of the Militia of Wis- 
consin Territory, the Adjutant General has considered that 
his duty would be more properly and satisfactorily performed 
by giving a complete although condensed view of the actual 
existing state of the militia of the Territory from the year 
1836 up to the present time; and also in submitting some 
remarks on the various subjects connected with the organiza- 
tion of the militia, the state of their discipline, the effect of 
the existing militia laws on the system, and the necessity of 
a revision of those laws, to such an extent, at least, as will 
enable the Territory to receive from the General Government 
her annual quota of public arms, from the receipt of which 
she has been deprived since the year 1840, for causes having 
their source, in 4 great degree, in the absence of correct te- 
turns of the numerical force of the militia of the Territory 
being made annually to the Adjutant General of the Army of 
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the United States. I would most respectfully ask Your Ex. 
cellency that this report be submitted to the consideration of 
the legislative bodies of the Territory. 


HISTORY AND PROGRESS OF ORGANIZATION. 
1836. 

On the 15th of December, 1836, the first general order 
emanated through this office from the Commander-in-Chief, 
by which order the whole ‘Territory (including the present 
Territory of Iowa) was divided inip five regimental, and ane 
battalion districts. 

lst Regimental District: The original county of Iowa. 


2d do do The original county of Brown, 

3d do do The original county of Milwau. 
kee. 

4th do ` do’ The original county of Dubuque. 

th do do The original county of Des | 
Moines. | 


Separated Battalion District: The county of Crawford. 

The several Colonels and Majors were ordered to divide, 
immediately, their districts into company beats or districts, 
and an election’ of company officers was also ordered. Re- 
turns of muster rolls and elected officers were directed to be 
made without delay to the commanding officers of regiments 
and battalions, and by them to the Adjutant General. It was 
also recommended that a volunteer company of mounted rifle- 
men or dragoons be formed in each regimental district. The 
militia companies were to consist of not more than 64, nor 
less than 30 men, including non-commissioned officers. 


1837. 
On the 29th of September, 1837, a second general order - 
was issued, by which the Territory was divided into two bri- 
gades, 
Ist Brigade; The counties of Iowa, Dubuque, Des Moines 
and Crawford. 
2d do The counties of Brown and Milwaukee. 
The commanding officers of regiments and battalions were 
ordered to muster their commands in the month of October, 
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and to make their returns of the aggtegate numerical force, 
arms and accoutrements of the militia, to the Commander of 
Brigades, and by them to be returned to the Adjutant Gene- 
ral. Volunteers were ordered to be attached to, and to mus- 
ter with, the regiments within whose limits they might be; 
and the recommendation was again made for the organization 
of mounted men, to repel Indian aggression whenever neces- 
sary. i 
By a subsequent order of December 8th, 1837, the counties 
of Des Moines and Henry were to constitute the Sth regi 
ment; the counties of Muscatine and Louisa the 6th regi- 
ment ; and the counties of Van Buren and Lee the 7th regi- 
ment. This order relates wholly to the present Territory of 
Towa. 
1838. 
In consequence of the increased population of the Territory, 
a general order was issued of the date of January 23d, 1838, 
by which the regimental and battalion bounds were desig- 
nated as follows :

Regiments were ordered to be divided into not less than 
eight, nor more than ten company districts ; battalions into 
not less than four, nor more than sit company districts. Elet- 
tions were ordered to be held to ‘fill vacancies in company 
offices, and on a refusal to elect, the commanding officers 
were directed to make selections and forward the names to 
the appointing power. It was also again recommended that 
‘companies of mounted volunteers be formed in each regiment 
tal and battalion district. 

It will thus appear that up to the time of the division of the 
Territory, the militia of Wisconsin (proper) was formed into 
a portion of two brigades, consisting of five regiments, Nos. 1, 
2, 3, 8 and 9, and two separate battalions, Nos. land 2. The 


regiments Nos. 4, 5,6, 7, 10, 1] and 12, and separate battalion — 


No. 3, by operation of congressional law, on the 4th of July, 
1838, fell into the Territory of Iowa, 


It will also appear that the objects of the several general . 


orders were, to lay the basis of an efficient militia system ; to 
designate the bounds of regimental, battalion and. company 
districts ; to obtain regular returns of muster rolls; to ascer 
tain the number of arms and accoutrements within the Terri- 
tory, and to concentrate all such information in the propet 
office, namely, the Adjutant General's department. In addi: 
tion to these several required details, the Commander-in-Chief 
recommended the election of company officers to be had by the 
militia themselves, and in default of election, then, that a se- 
lection of names to fill such offices should be forwarded to the 
Commander-in-Chief for his action. ` The importance of hav- 
ing at least one company of mounted volunteers in each regi. 
mental district is always urged as an indispensable military 
arm in a frontier country such as our own, 

_ Up to the year 1839, little information had been received 


in this office respecting the above required details. The office 
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possessed a roster of brigáde, regimental and company offis 
vers; 4 partial districting of bounds of companies; but no 
accurate muster rolls had been returned, to any extent, where- 
by the nunterical force of the militia could be ascertained. 
Hence, in addition to the numerons disadvantages attending 
the absence of an efficient organization of: the militia, the 
Territory was deprived of the annual distribution of public 
arms to which she was entitled fromthe General Government; 
for the want of the official report of the Adjutant General, 


annually to be made to the Adjutant General of the Army of 
the United States, 


1839, 


On the 20th of July, 1839, I had the honor to receive the 
commission of Adjutant General of the Militia of Wisconsin 
Territory; and on the Ist of August following, by order of 
the Commander-in-Chief, general orders were issued from 
this Department for the purpose of effecting a re-organization 
of the militia of the Territory, in conformity with the act of 
the Legislature of the Territory, passed the 8th of March, 
1839. The recent division of the Territory also made suck 
re-organization the more necessary. 

This order stated the necessity of havin proper returns 
made of the numerical force of the militia to this office, so 
that a correct report could be made to the General Govern- 
ment, to enable the Territory to receive her distribution of the 
public arms. For this purpose, it directed the several com- 
manders of regiments and battalions, as then constituted, to 
proceed forthwith and designate the bounds of companies 
within their commands, so that each company should contain 
not less than ninety-three men, including officers, &c. It also 
provided for the retention of their commissions by officers 
residing within their respective new bounds ; it recommended 
the militia to select and report names of proper persons for 
officers to the Commander-in-Chief; returns of company 
bounds and muster rolls were to be made before the Ist of 
September ensuing. Volunteers also were to return their 
mustẹr rolls and the nature of their’ respective corps. 

Accompanying this gereral order I addressed a separate let-

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ter of instruction and advice to the several commanders of 
tegiments and battalions, designating’ the specific informa: 
tion desired by this department on the several details at the 
general order, and took the proper steps. for obtaining infor 
mation as to the population of the St. Croix and Chippewa 
country. ; 

This order was promptly obeyed as far as time permitted; 
by the several commanding officers{ of regiments, battalions 
and companies, and in virtue of several returns, ¢orresponden: 
eies, and sources of information, received in this office, the 
first annual report to the commander-in-chief, was made by 
the Adjutant General and dated November 25th, 1839. But 
as this report only showed that the incipient steps had been 
taken for a complete re-organization of the militia, and as 
new bounds of companies were of nevessity required under, 
the act of 8th of March, 1839, and the time had been too lim- 
ited to obtain all correct information in regard to the desired 
system, it must be viewed under these disadvantages. 


1840. 


In the early part of this year, about 170 copies of Cooper's 
Military Tactics were distributed amongst the militia officers 
according tolaw; and the militia law with its supplements, 
was printed in pamphlet form, and likewise distributed. From 
time to time various returns were made to this office of the 
bounds of companies, muster rolls, names of persons recome 
mended as officers, &c. from January 8th, up to November 
30th, on whith day the second annual report was made to the 
commander-in-chief. By this report was exhibited an organ 
ization of a militia system, consisting of five regiments, and 
four separate battalions, embracing fifty-one companies, exclu- 
sive of four companies of mounted volunteers, The regimen- 
tal and battalion districts were as follows; all officered and 
commissioned. 

Ist Regiment; The county of lowa, 

2nd do The counties of Brown, Manitouwoc, She- 

boygan, Fond du Lac, Portage, Mar 
quette and Calumet.

From all the returns received, although not yet full and com- 
plete, the Adjutant General was enabled to make his report 
to the Adjutant General of the U. S. A. of the existing state 
of the militia of Wisconsin Territory, on the 80th of Novem- 
ber, 1340, and this report stated an aggregate of 5223 officers, 
non-commissioned officers and privates. It may be remarked 
that a general order dated August 25, 1840, commanded re~ 
gimental and battalion musters to be held between the 10th 
of September and the Ist of October ensuing, to which militas 
ry meetings, may in a great measure be attributed the accura- 
ey of the militia returns ; no returns of public arms had been, 
made to this office., 


1841.

During this year in answer to a letter from the Secretary of 
War, calling for information on the subject, and addressed to 
the Executive of the Territory, the following negative infor- 
. mation was given from this department : 

** The Territory of Wisconsin does not possess any number 
whatsoever of smail arms within my official knowledge, No 
arms whatsoever have ever been distributed to the militia by 
the Territory. No arms whatsoever have been issued to the 
Territory, under the laws of Congress. No arms whatso- 
ever have been procured by the Territory.” 

The annual report from this office was made on the 30th of 
November, 1841, and by this report it will appear that the 
hounds of regiments and battalions remained the same ag in, 
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the preceding year, except that one new regiment, and one 
new separate battalion had been erected as follows : 

6th. Regimental district: The county of Walworth. 

Separate Battalion No, 5: The county of St Croix. 

But in order to carry into effect the provisions of the mili, 

tia law as contained in titles II, IV and V, the report suggested 
a division and brigade organization of the militia in such mam 
ner as that there should be two divisions, the eastern and the 
western, and each division to consist of two brigades, the first 
and the second. | 


1842, 


The annual report bears date November 30th, 1842, and 
after recapitulating the facts of the organization of six regi 
ments and five separate battalions, having county lines as 
boundaries, and parcelled into company districts, having ran- 
ges and townships as their boundaries, it states that the whole 
system was, so far as it extended, in satisfactory operation.— 
The report praceeds to state that general orders were issued 
by the commander-in-chief, bearing date January 26th, 1842, 
commanding the Adjutant General to effect a division and bri- 
gade organization of the militia, so that the Territory should 
comprise two divisions of two brigades each. 


In obedience to these orders, the Adjutant General proceed: 
ed immediately to effect the desired organization, in the fol- 
lowing manner: 


FIRST DIVISION, 


The counties of Brown, Manitouwoc, Sheboygan, Fond du 
Lac, Portage, Marquette, Calumet, Winnebago, Jefferson, 
Dodge, Washington, Milwaukee, Racine, Walworth and Rock, 
shall compose the first division, and be commanded by a Mas 
jor General, 


SECOND DIVISION. 


The counties of Iowa, Dane, Sauk, Green, Grant, Crawford, 
Richland and St. Croix shall compose the second division, and 
be commanded by a Major General. 
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The counties of Milwaukee, Washington, Racine, Walworth 
and Rock shall compose the first brigade, and be commanded 
by a Brigadier General, This brigade comprises the 3rd, 
4th and 6th regiments, and the 3rd separate battalion, 


SECOND BRIGADE, FIRST DIVISION, 


The counties of Brown, Manitouwoc, Sheboygan, Fond du 
Lac, Portage, Marquette, Calumet, Winnebago, Jefferson and 
Dodge shall compose the second brigade, and be commanded 
by a Brigadier General. This brigade comprises the second 
regiment, and the fourth separate battalion. 


FIRST BRIGADE, SECOND DIVISION. 


The counties of Iowa, Dane, Sauk and Green, shall com- 
pose the first brigade and be commanded by a Brigadier Gen- 
eral, This brigade comprises the first regiment, and the sec- 
ond separate battalion. 


SECOND BRIGADE, SECOND DIVISION, 


The counties of Grant, Crawford, Richland and St. Croix 
shall compose the second brigade, and be commanded by a 
Brigadier General. This brigade comprises the 5th regiment 
and the first and fifth separate battalions. The seventh regi. 
ment, (part of the fifth) is hereafter attached to this brigade. 

The report then proceeds to state that the fifth regiment 
had been divided, and anew regiment was laid off, namely: 

7th regimental district: all that part of Grant county, lying 
east of a line, commencing on the Mississippi river at the 
mouth of Big Platte river, and running up Big Platte river 
until it intersects the range line between ranges No, 1 and 2 
west, and thence north with the said range line, to the north- 
ern boundary of the county, 

A full report was made of the division and brigade officers 
as commissioned. ~~ -. 

The report then proceeds to detail a general order, dated 
February 11th, 1842, commanding the Adjutant General to 
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effect the organization of a volunteer system separate and dis 
tinct from the general body of the militia, forming two regi,’ 
ments; the frontier counties composing the first, and the. 
southern and lake counties the second regiment. 

in obedience to this order the Adjutant General immediate. 
ly proceeded to effect the desired organization, in the follow. 
ing manner ; 


VOLUNTEER SYSTEM. 


All the votunteer companies within the bounds of the sevet- 
al regiments and separate battalions, shall form one distinct 
brigade, comprising two regiments, of two battalions each, and 
for this purpose the whole Territory shall constitute one brig 
ade. 

All mounted riflemen, riflemen, light infantry, artillery and 
dragoons formed into companies, according to law, shall com. 
pose the said brigade, and be commanded by a Brigadier 
General of volunteers. 


FIRST REGIMENT OF VOLUNTEERS. 


The counties of Brown, Manitouwoc, Sheboygan, Fond de 
Lac, Dodge, Portage, Calumet, Marquette, Winnebago, Sauk, 
Dane, Iowa, Grant, Crawford, Richland and St. Croix shall 
compose the first regiment, and be commanded by a Colonel, 
Lieutenant Colonel, and Major of volunteers. 


SEGOND REGIMENT OF VOLUNTEERS. 


The counties of Milwaukee, Washington, Racine, Wal- 
worth, Jefferson, Rock and Green shall compose the second’ 
regiment, and be commanded by a Colonel, Lieutenant Cole 
nel, and Major of volunteers. 

The first battalion of the first regiment, shall consist of the 
counties of Brown, Manitouwoc, Sheboygan, Fond du Lac, 
Dodge, Portage, Calumet, Marquette, Winnebago and Sauk, 

The second battalion of the first regiment shall consist of 
the counties of Dane, Iowa, Grant, Crawford, Richland and 
St. Croix. 

The first battalion of the second regiment shall consist of 
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the counties of Washington, Milwaukee, Racine ard Jeffer- 
son. 

The second battalion of the second tepiment, shall consist 
of the counties of Walworth, Rock and Green, 

The report estimates the numerical force of the militia ac- 
cording to the received returns, to be 7600, embodied into 
seven regiments and five separate battalions; comprising sev- 
enty-six companies, exclusive of three volanteer companies 
reported to this office. The report concludes with observing 
that the militia system of the Territory, may now be consid- 
ered as completely organized, according to the several gener- 
al orders, and that as the frame and plan are now laid, all ad- 
ditions; alterations and amendments, may still safely proceed 
on the present foundation ; and that nothing is wanting to ren- 
der the system permanently beneficial to the community of 
Wisconsin, except the strict attention of all militia officers, 
from the Major General to the enrolled militia man, in the pers 
formance of their respective duties. ` 


1843. 


The fifth annual report, bears date November 30th, 1843, 
und states that no alteration in the regimental or company 
bounds of the whole body of the militia, had been officially 
made known to this department, except that a new regiment 
had been formed out of the fourth separate battalion, namely: 

8th Regimental district: The counties of Jefferson and 

. Dodge. 

The report states that in consequence of the various resig- 
nations and removals of militia officers, and the suspension of 
action by the Council on the list of appointments sent to them, 
by the Executive, at the last session of the Legislature, the af- 
fairs of this department had been much disordered, and the 
labor of three years in the organization, of the militia, had 
been in a great degree destroyed. The vacancies in the sev- 
eral regiments, battalions and companies, not having been sup- 
plied by other officers, there was an almost total absence of 
returns to this office, for the last twelve months. In addition 
to this, the operation of the act of April 12th, 1843, which sub- 


stituted enrollment for musters was calculated, in the opinion 
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of the Adjutant General, to render the most beneficial provis 
sions of the general militia law, in regard to organization, uts 
terly of no effect; and the last year’s experience had demons 
strated the truth of this view, in the affairs of the Adjutant 
General's office. The want of returns from the proper mili- 
tia officers, render the report a mere embodiment of observas 
tions on defects in the militia law of the Territory.

1844, 


On the 13th of December, 1813, a general order was issu: 
ed by the commander-in-chief, through this department, to the 
commanding officers of the several regiments and battalions, 
to report to the commander-in-chief without delay, the num: 
ber of persons enrolled by the commanding officers of each: 
company, comprising their respective regiments, or battalions, 
according to the act of the 12th of April, 1843. The com- 
mander-in-chief deemed it his duty to énforce this order, 
as, unless complied with, the Adjutant General would be uns 
able to make his returris to the Secretary of War, as requi- 
red by act of Congress. These reports were directed, and 
expected to be made on or before the Ist day of February, 
1844, 

This general order was accordingly promulgated through: 
out the Territory by this Department on December 23d, 1848, 

What effect the order had is unknown to this Department, 
as no returns have since that time officially come to this office, 
either from the commanding officers of regiments and battal- 
ions, or from any other source whatsoever. 

On the 30th of December, 1844, the sixth annual report 
was made from this offiee, in which a reference was made to 
former reports as the only means in the power of the Adjutant 
General to give any information to the Commander-in Chief 
of the state of the militia. In reference to the operation of 
the act of April 12th, 1843, and the geneal order of Dec. 
13th, 1843, the following remark is made: “The result of 
this order has not been communicated to this office; and if 
the several returns as required by law to be made by the regi- 
mental, company and staff officers, as well as by the officers 
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öf brigades of the territorial militia, coiitinue to be neglected 


as they have hitherto been, in derogation .of law; and to the ` 


effectiial injury and consequent destruction of the whole mili- 
tia system, even the renee now made may be considered as 
wholly unnecessary.” 

‘Since the date of the last report, I have been officially i in- 
formed that a volunteer conipany called the “ German Wash- 
ington Guards,” has been raised at Milwaukee, and that com- 
missions have beeri issued to its officers. 

I have thus presented to Your Excellency a statement of 
the actual conditiott of the militia of the Territory, as far as. 
the facts can appear from tlie documents in this office, which 
consists of general orders issued by the Commander-in-Chief 
and by this Department; returns made by officers of regi- 
ments, battalions and companies; various official letters; res- 
ignations of commissions į unofficial correspondences in rela- 
tidn to the militia, and other miner sources of information. 
It only remains necessary to submit to Your Excellency a few 
general remarks on the whole subject of: this report. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


From the context of all the general orders issued from 1836 
up to the present time, it is apparent that the Executive of 
the Territory, in the double capacity of Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief, has always acted in conformity with the 
spirit of that amendment to the constitution of the United 
States, whick declares that “a well regulated militia is ne- 
cessary to the security of a free state.” In order to arrive at 
the desired end, the first object to be attained was a correct 
designation of bounds of regimental and conipany commands. 
_ The next ‘step in organization was the enumeration and en- 

rollnent of "all persons subject to perform militia duty, within 
those bounds, and that an authentic return of such enumera» 
tion and enrollment should be made to the proper office. For 
the purpose of rendering the system more efficacious, or at 
least more acceptable to the people, although the appoint- 
ing power, as to all military officers, was deposited with the 
Executive; yet the recommendation of election of company 
officers, or in default of election, selection of names of persons 
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most fit for such officers, forms a prominent feature in the 
various general orders. The arming of the militia always 
appears to be a most desirable matter to, be attained, and ‘as 
this could only be done through the means of the General 
Government, it became a circumstance of the most absolute 
necessity that the annual returns of the Adjutant General 
should be made to the Adjutant General of the Army of the 
United States, showing the number of enrolled militia, in 
order to procure for the Territory the yearly distribution of 
public arms to which she was entitled. To enable the Adju- 
tant General-to perform this duty, it bdcame strictly necessary 
that every officer connected with the enrolling, mustering and 
training of the militia, should annually petform-their respec- 
tive duties. ‘The various reports above referred to, unfortu- 
nately prove that this has not been done, and the Territory, 
since 1840, when the first report was made of the enrolled 
militia, has perhaps lost that quota of public arms to which 
she was legally entitled by the act of Congress of 1808, It 
may be here remarked that the report of 1840, showing the 
number of 5223 militia enrolled, was made ôn the basis of 
returns received after there had been an order issued for regi- 
mental and battalion musters in the month of September, 

By the tenor of the several orders it will also appear that 
the germ of a volunteer system was recommended to be Jaid, 
by the raising of at least one company of mounted men in 
each regimental and battalion district. In a few instances 
this was accomplished, but the very fact of the dispensing 
with the duties of the enrolled militia, in mustering and trains 
ing, would most vaturally cast a damp over the volunteer sys- 
tem. If the volunteer citizen soldier discovers that his volun- 
tary duties, in place of exempting him from militia duty, | 
impose burthens and expenses upon him, from which, in the ` 
absence of enrollment and training, his neighbor is totally 
exempt and free, he soon ceases to consider that a volunteer 
possesses any advantage over ‘the militia man; and even the 
pride and the pleasure of a volunteer, in his.mustering and 
training, will need the effect of his example on the.muster- 
ings and trainings of the general militia to keep them up, as 
sufficient inducements for him to take a voluntary burthen on 
himself, 
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Up to 1842, the frame and plan of the militia system was 
made so far complete that, to use a trite expression, “all mat- 
ters worked well.” Any, and all necessary alterations and 
amendments might safely be made on the system. One great 
addition was made to the organization during this year, viz. 
the division and brigade classification of the regimental and 
battalion districts. Another addition was made to the system 
by the designation of a volunteer organization separate and 
distinct from the general militia system, This is a matter 
admitiing of much question in a military point of view. 
When volunteers are raised within the bounds of any regi 
mental command, they are always attached, for the purpose 
at least of mustering and training, to such command; when 
volunteers are engaged in actual service, their relative position 
as to the militia may be different. Im the one case, they are 
merely militia, and subject to do militia duty according to 
law; in the other, they may be regularly embodied and offi- 
cered according to their strength, separate and distinct from 
the militia. Ido not doubt of the propriety of organizing a 
volunteer system by law, separate from the militia; but the 
question stated above deserves legislative consideration. 

It will be perceived by this report, that the act of April 12, 
1843, has been injurious to the militia system, By the terms 
of that act, exretiment is substituted for mastering and train- 
ing, The mere record of names, even if accurately kept, and 
by a proper officer, will be no proof of an actual effective mi- 
litia, embodied and #eudy for service when required by their 
country. In such a case, the officer of a company is nothing 
more than a citizen, holding a paper commissicn giving him 
a command over another paper containing a list of names of 
persons, nine-tenths of whom perhaps he does not know and 
never has seen. Such a result cf a militia system was never 
intended by the friends of a free, armed and disciplined body 
of citizen soldiers, always ready to defend their rights and 
their homes; such a result must happen to the militia of Wis- 
consin, unless absolute and immediate reform takes place in 
our militia system, ~“Wobilst conventions of States have been 
held at the city of Washington to deliberate on the reforma- 
tion and elevation of the militia system; whilst every State 
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has had within a few years her attention called to the res 
organization of the system; whilst the Secretary of War is 
even now calling the attention of Congress to the importance 
of the subject of the mustering and training of the militia; 
we alone, in Wisconsin, appear to view the whole matter as 
of no importance, and by the passage of legislative acts have 
in a great measure succeeded in destroying the labor of years 
employed in arranging a militia system. Let us remember 
that in any state of society, where armed protection might at 
any time become necessary, the very absence of a body of 
freemen, armed and disciplined by law, and constituting what 
is termed in the Constitution of our country, “a well regulated 
militia,” will always afford the excuse for “ a standing army,” 
The one is ‘necessary to the security of a free people;” the 
other might become in truth “ the bane of a republic,” and 
the destroyer of our liberties.

OF REGISTER AND RECEIVER OF MIL. RE. R, CANAL LANDS, 


To the Honorable the Council and House of Representatives of 
Wisconsin Territory: 


The Register and Receiver of the Milwaukee and Rock 
River Canal Lands, in conformity with the requirements of 
the law, do make the following 


REPORT :

That in accordance with the law past last winter, we re- 
ceived our commissions from the department, and severally 
took and subscribed the oath prescribed, and delivered bonds 
to the Governor for the faithful discharge of our daty; said 
bonds were approved by the Judge of this district, and filed in 
the office of the Treasurer of the Territory. 


We opened our office in the town of Milwaukee for receiv- 
ing the ten per cent. as required by the act of last session, to 
be paid on or before the first Monday in July, 1845. 


We are sorry to inform your honorable bodies that through 


the bad advice of designing men, all the settlers have not 


complied with the law. Those who are ever ready to support 
the laws, and understand them best, came forward at once 
and paid their instalments ; and we are now of the opinion 
that many others are sorry that they too did not comply, so as 
tosecure to them the cancelling of the interest due; as they 
now see they are bound according to law to pay it all unless 
the Legislature will yet interfere, and that would not be do- 
ing justice to those who in good faith have taken the benefit 
of the act passed specially on their account. 

According to the books and papers in possession of the Re- 
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gister belonging to the canal office, the following statement 
appears :

Leaving a balance in the hands of the Receiver of $481 
71, to be disposed of as the Legislature may determine. 

In relation to the thousand dollar bond, No. 3], which was 
desired to be paid with the interest out of the proceeds of the 
10 per cent, the Receiver being requested to take up the 
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pond and cause the holder's receipt to be endorsed on the

back—not having the amount to pay all the bond, and to aet ' 


according to law, the Receiver declined paying over the smail 
‘amount in his hands, without the action of thé Legislature, 

The Register, on the 16th December, received a letter from 
Hon. M. L. Martin, our Delegate in Congress, in which he 
was joined by the‘holder of bonds, desiring the Receiver to 
forward to the Hon. M. L. Martin a draft for the amount of 
the bond, together with the interest due bond and interest, in 
all $1280; and complains very hard that the interest is‘ not 
paid on the six bonds he holds against the canal lands.. 

To this letter, the Register, according to the instructions of 
the Receiver, answered in substance, that be had no author- 
ity for paying part of the bond, but that in our report to the 
Legislature we would lay the subject before that body for 
their action, and that we had no doubt but permission would 
be‘ given to pay over to the bond holder any moneys that may 
be in his hands, And we would most respectfully recommend. 
to your honorable bodies to give your attention to this matter, 
and for the honor and dignity of our young and flourishing 
Territory, to permit the amount on hand to be forwarded im- 
mediately, or at least as much as will pay the interest due the 
holder of the bond What prouder boast for our people at 
home and abroad, than the fact that our Territory is able and 
willing to pay her just debts ? 

It is with pain and regret we have heard that attempts are 
being made by some of the settlers on the canal tract, assisted 
by others for political effect, to get up a respectable opposition 
to the law of last winter-in relation to the canal lands. 

Tn our opinion, and this opinion prevails to a great extent 
' amongst those interested, a more liberal or just law in the 
wisdom of our Legislature could not have been passed, partie- 
ularly for the benefit of the settlers ; and it is to be hoped that 


our Legislature, this present session, will mot disturb the law, _ 


or retard the final settlement of the canal lands, so that this 
canal question, that has from time to time so much disturbed 
our Legislature and the people, and has afforded an excuse 
for political demagogues to enter into and disturb the peace 
and harmony that ought to exist among us, may be put an 
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end to before we take upon ourselves the responsibility.of 4 
membership in that blessed family of our beloved country, 
If there is any alteration we would wish to see made in the 
law as it now is, it-is the 17th section, which reads that if 
Congress does not approve the law, the lands will be sold at 
$2 50, one-half in cash, and a mortgage for the balance shall 
be given to the Territory, for the use of the future State of 
Wisconsin. We would suggest to have that part of the sec 
tion repealed, and our Territory take the bold and independ. 
xt stand of doing at once justice to the settlers on the canal 
tract, by giving to them their lands at ten shillings per acre, 
and give them ea good title. The Territory is able to take the 
responsibility, and stand between the settler and Congress, or 
the General Government. 

In the act of last session, the Receiver was not required tb 
examine the county records to see if any of the canal lands 
were sold for the non-payment of taxes—a subject that should 
be looked into; and we would suggest the propriety of har- 
ing the Legislature make, or cause to be made, the necessary 
search, for if not, much valuable land may be lost to the Ter 
ritory.

OF SUPERINTENDENT OF TERRITORIAL PRORERTY. 


To the honorable the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
‘Wise onsiu: 


The Superintendent of Territorial Property, respectfully 
begs leave to 


REPORT 


At the date of my last report, the territorial suit against J. 
D. Doty, John F. O'Neill and Augustus A. Bird, as Commis: | 
sioners of Public Buildings, had been removed from Walworth 
to Milwaukee county, and his Honor, Judge Miller, had deci: 
ded, that one change of venue having been previously grant- 
ed on the application of the defendants, there was no authori. 
ty of law for a second change on the application of either party, 
and that consequently he had no jurisdiction of the case. The 
papers were returned to the clerk of the court in Walworth ) 
and at the last spring term of the court in that county, his Ho 
nor, Judge Irvin, decided, that the venue had been changed 
from that county, and that the case had not been returned by 
any process known to the law, and that therefore he could not 
take jurisdiction of it. 

It being evident that the disagreement of opinion between 
the judges of the two, districts, could be settled only by the 
Supreme Court of the Territory, and it being the opinion of 
council that the error was in Judge Miller's decision, the Hen. 
Moses M. Strong, at my request, applied to the Supreme Court 
at its last term, fora writ of mandamus against the District 
Court of Milwaukee county, requiring said court to try the 
cause, The question was submitted without argument, and 
and the writ awarded. The opinion of the court was deliver- 
zd by his Honor, Judge Dunn, and as it may suggest some 
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Yiodifications of the present law concerning changes.of venue 
in the district courts, a copy thereof is herewith submitted.— 
[See Dae, A.] 

The cause on the part of the Territory was ready for trial at 
the last November term of the court in Milwaukee county ; 
but on the affidavit of Augustus A. Bird, one of the defend- 
ants, alleging prejudice in the judge, the venue was again 
changed to the county of Grant. 

I would respectfully suggest that in cases like the present one, 


` where there are several joint defendants, it might not be im- 


possible for them by turns to swear prejudice against all the 
judges, and that if this is invariably to operate as a disqualifica- 
tion of the judge to .try.the suit, it will amount to allowing a 
defendant to swear that he will not be tried at all. 

The suit against James Morrison and his sureties is still 
pending in Iowa county. The Territory was ready for trial 
at the last term of the court, but-the cause was continued on 
the affidavit of the defendant to the absence of a material wit- 
ness. The suit against James D. Doty and his sureties has 
been continued in the Walworth court during the last year by 
consent of parties, 

The small amount appropriated by Congress to defray the 
expenses of the present session of the Legislature, and the 
probable shortness of the session, have induced me to in- 
cur no expense either for furniture or repairs, which could 
possibly be dispensed with. By a resolution of the Hon. 
Council, I was directed to procure new carpeting for the Coun- 
cil chamber, which I should have done, and also for the Repre- - 
sentatives’ Hall, had-the reasonable appropriation been made 
by Congress which was anticipated atthe close of the last ses- 
sion, Under the circumstances, I trust the Legislature will 
excuse my neglect to comply with the resolution of the Coun- 
cil, A few chairs for the Library, committee raoms, &c. were 
indispensably necessary, and I have incurred an expense of 
$6 50 on this account. The bills of stationery, lights, &c. 
amount to $417 28, and have been made chiefly with S. L. 
Rood and H. L. Page, of Milwaukee. 

I contracted last winter with Mr. Seth M. Vanbergen for . 
200 cords of wood for the use of the present session, at 
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$2 25 per cord, prepared for the stoves and delivered at the 
steps of the Capitol, or $1 50, corded in the capitol square, a 
part of which was by agreement, delivered last winter anj 
kept on hand. This 200 cords, with what was left on hand 
of the previous contract, will, I think, furnish fuel for the pres. 
ent session, and leave a sufficient surplus for the next session, 
My object has been to procure a moderate surplus every year 
until a sufficient amount should be accumulated in advance, 
for one year’s use, and thus to secure the advantage of seq 
soned fuel. 

T have not caused the dinine and plastering of the ceilings 
of the two legislative halls to be renewed, for want of mean 
to pay the expense. I might possibly have had it done by 
contract, if I could have given assurances that the expense 
‘would have been paid out of the legislative fund. Aside from 
the smallness of that fund and my unwillingness to give such 
an assurance, I was satisfied that.it might better remain init 
present condition, than be done by contract. I believe itt 
be bad economy to let a public contract for mechanical work 
of any kind, upon a public building. If workmen are em 
ployed by the day, they can be discharged the moment they 
are found to be incompetent or unfaithful; while under a con 
tract there is no remedy until the job is spoiled, and then the 
remedy is not easily applied. I would respectfully sugges 
that an appropriation of $200 be made for this object. 

A letter has been received by the Secretary of the Territc 
ry from C. C. Washburn, Esq , of Mineral Point, and referred 
to this office, stating that parts of setts of Congressional docu 
ments intended for the territorial Library, had been purchased 
by him at auction for the freight and charges thereon, and 
that the Territory could have them, by refunding to him the 
amount paid. Presuming that they belonged to parts of setts 
already on hand, I have written to Mr, Washburn requesting 
him to forward the books to the Library, together with his bill, 

The Governor of the Territory has deposited in the Library 
the following books, to wit:

On this application all the preliminary steps are agreed to 
have been properly taken, and that the answer of the District 
Court of Milwaukee County, as respondent, presents to the 
consideration of this court the question, whether it had and 
should have exercised jurisdiction in the case of the Territory 
of Wisconsin against James D. Doty, John F. O’Neil and: 
Augustus’ A. Bird, in the action on the case, sent from the Dis. 
trict Court of Walworth county to the said District Court of 
Milwaukee county, on change of venue allowed on application 
of plaintiffs; it appearing in the record of the case, that one 
change had previously been granted in the same case, on ap- 
plication of defendants, by the District Court of Iowa county 
to the District Court of Walworth county. 

This question involves the construction of the 10th section 
of the “act to amend an act of the Revised Statutes of 1899, 
entitled ‘an act concerning the Supreme and District Courts,’” 
providing for a change of venue in civil cases. The section 
` provides—" If either party, in any civil cause, in law or equi 
ty, which may be pending in any district in this Territory, 
shall fear that he will not receive a fair trial in the county in 
which such cause is pending, on account that the judge is 
interested or prejudiced, or is related to, or shall have been 
of counsel for either party; or that the adverse party has an 
undue influence over the minds of the inhabitants of the 
county where the action is pending; or that the inhabitants 
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of such county are prejudiced against the applicant; or that 
a large number of the inhabitants of such county have an in- 
terest in the question involved in said suit adverse to the 
applicant, sa that he cannot expect a fair trial; such party 
may apply, to the court in teym time, or to any judge in vaca- 
tion, by petition, setting forth the cause of application, and 
praying a change of venue, accompanied by an affidavit veri- 
fying the facts in the petition stated ; and such court or judge, 
reasonable notice of the application having been given to the 
opposite party or his attorney, shall, if satisfied of the truth of 
the ‘allegations, award a change of venue to some county 
where the causes complained of do not exist; and in all cases 
where the judge is interested, or is related to, or has been of 

~ counsel for either party, the court, in term time, may award a 
change of venue as aforesaid, in their discretion, without any 
application from either party.” 

The 11th section provides that “ the district court of the 
county to which said cause or matter shall be sent for trial, 
shall proceed to trial, in the same manner, and to give judg- 
ment and award execution, as though the said cause had not 
been removed.” 

The 10th section, and part of the -11th section quoted, are 
all of the act which bear upon‘the question before the Court. 
With these provisions of the statute before us, we are called 
upon to decide whether more than one change of venue can 
be allowed in the same cause. 

It is clear that the number of changes is not limited in ex- 
press terms. Then do the spirit, intent and meaning of the 
provisions referred to, limit the number of changes ? 

We are of opinion that the change is only limited when the 
legal cause therefor ceases to exist. Whenever a party in 
any cause can satisfy the court, or judge in vacation, in the 
manner prescribed by law, that one of the causes for change 
of venue, expressed in the 10th section, really exists, it be- 

-comes imperative on the court, or judge in vacation, to order 
a change of venue to a county where the cause does not exist, 
A construction, that only one change is allowed, makes the 
law unmeaning and odiously partial. All the benefits would 
be extended to one party, probably the more cunning, and the 
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other would be entirely excluded, when the law expressly. 

provides that either party shall have the advantagess of a 

change, upon making out satisfactorily to the court or judge, 

one or more of the causes specified in the 10th section. If 
we determine the changes by any, other rule than the real ex- 

istence of the causes designated in the ldw, then we make it, 

what the Legislature certainly never intended, a partial and 
unequal law, giving to the cunning an advantage over the 

plain unsuspecting party. The first applicant derives all the 

benefit of the lew, and the other, for whose equal protection 
it was made, may be seriously injured by being compelled to 

submit the trial of his rights toa prejudiced or interested 
court and jury, without remedy or rdlief. A learned jurist. 
has said that “ this power is discretionally exercised, so as to. 
prevent, and not to cause a defeat of justice.” 3 Black. Com, 
294. 

We will suppose that a plaintiff in a cause pending applies 
for a change of venue to some other county, upon proper 
ground made out to the satisfaction of the coart, or judge in 
vacation, and the venue is changed to another county ; and 
when the cause is called for trial, the judge suggests that he 
is interested with the plaintiff, or is related to him, or has 
been of counsel for him in the identical matter in dispute. 
The judge of the court cannot exercise the discretion vested 
in him in such cases by the provision of the 19th section, for 
construction says, there has been one change, and you must 
try the cause. The defendant cannot object, although the 
law says he may; for the same censtrnction cays, there has 
been one change of venue, uot on your application true, but 
there having been one in the cause, yeu must now submit to 
have your rights investigated and decided on principles of 
law expounded by a judge whose interest is adverse to yours 
and identical with that of the plaintiff, or a judge who is 
related to plaintiff, ora judge who has becn of counsel for 
plaintiff in the very matter now in litigation between you and 
plaintiff. . 

A construction whieh weuld operate se eppressively on one 
party, and impose upm aa npright judge the necessity of try-, 
ing a cause against every fecline of delicacy and propriety, i, 
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“gettainly not sustained by the spirit, intention and obvious 
-meaning of the act. 

No hange of venue can be allowed without a sufficient 
legal cause made to appear satisfactorily to the court, or judge 
ja vacation. The want of a cause known to the law is the 
‘only restriction which we can recognize in the Ponu of 
law referred to in this opinion. 

We think it would have been sound policy in the Legisla- 
ture to have restricted the change to one in favor of each party 
on application, leaving the change discretionary with the 
judge (as we now understand it to be) without limit, where 
either of the causes enumerated exists. It isnot the province 
of courts to legislate, however, but to pronounce what they 
understand to be the law. J j 

It is insisted that the provision in the 11th section required 
the Judge of the District Court of Walworth county imper- 
atively to proceed and try the cause. We do not so understand 
the provision of the law, The District Court of Walworth 
was “required to proceed to trial in the same manner, and 
to give judgment and award execution, as though the cause 
had not been removed.” The obvious meaning of this provi- 
sion is, to place the cause in the District Court of the county 
to which the venue is changet, precisely as though it had 
originated there, to be proceeded in, as other causes in the 
court, without restriction or limit upon any of the legal rights 
of either party. ‘ 

The court to which the application for a change of venue is 
made must be satisfied of the truth of the ‘ allegations” upon 
which the application is based ; and herein consists the secu- 
rity against abuse, er causeless change of venue. The appli- 
cation may be made too late under the rules and prastice of 
the court, fora party may waive his right by taking other 
steps in hiscause, These are matters of consideration for the 
court applied to, and after due consideration and an order of 

` change to another county, jurisdiction of the cause immedi- 
ately attaches to the District Court of that county. 

We are therefore of opinion that the said District Court of 
Milwaukee county should have. entertained jurisdiction of said 
action on the case by the Territory of Wisconsin against 
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James D. Doty, John F. O'Neil and Augustus A. Bird; and 
do hereby order and direct, that a peremptory writ of mands. 
mus do issue from this Court, directed to the District Court of 
said Milwaukee county, commanding said court to * proceed 
to trial of said cause, in the same manner, and to give judg. 
ment and award execution, as though the said cause had not 
been removed.”

MEMORIAL 


OF THE SECRETARY OF THE WISCONSIN MARINE AND FIRE INSUB 
ANCE COMPANY, 


To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 


Wisconsin: 

The memorial of Alexander Mitchell, Secretary of the 
Wisconsin Marine and Fire Insurance Company, respectfully 
represents : 

That on the 28th February, A. D. 1839, the Legislature 
passed an act incorporating the company above named, with 
certain powers, privileges, prohibitions and restrictions in the 
act of incorporation set forth and contained. 

And your memorialist further represents, that relying on 
the inviolability of the faith of the government, thus pledged 
by the most solemn form of contract into which it cau enter, 
and confiding in the permanency and validity of the construc- 
tion which the highest judicial tribunals of the country had; 
from time to time, and with entire uniformity, given fo sich 
acts of incorporation, a number of capitalists invested their 
money in the stock of the institution, and, in July of the same 
year, the company commenced business. 

In the business to be carried on by the company, its direc: 
tors desired to be governed by a fair constiuction of its char- 
ter. They desired to extend such business so as to meet the 


wants of the western portion of the Territory, and to increase ` 


it from time to time as the resources of the country should be 
developed and its settlement progress—always desiring to 
keep within thé prescriptions of its charter. The company 
looked to such increase of population and business as furnish- 
‘ing the chief inducement for the employment of its means in 
conformity with the rights and powers conferred upon it by 
the law of incorporation. 


Al 
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The business of the company, therefore, has been conducted 
in a careful and prudent manner, so as to render the institu. 
tion useful to the agricultural and business interests, and at | 
the same time a safe and permanent investment, yielding a 
moderate but certain retarn to the stockholders. Its business 
has consequently been always conducted upon the principle 
that its own interests were intimately identified with, and its 
prosperity dependent upon, that of the whole community with 
which it'was connected, And so uniformly has it acted on 
this principle, and it is believed so successful has been its 
application, that up-to this time no one has complained of its 
operations, nor has a pretence been urged that any one has 
been injured in the slightest degree by any of its acts. But, 
on the contrary, so far as expressions have been given of its 
character and operations, (and such expressions have not been 
unfrequent,) they have always been commendatory of both, 
and the institution represented as highly useful to all business 
interests in any way related to or affected by it, 

Your memorialist is aware that from time to time the right 
to exercise some of the powers claimed by the company has 
been questioned. But it will also be found on examihation, 
that this has always been presented as a mere question of 
right, and accompanied with uniform testimony borne to the 
high credit of the institution, its correct business chgracter, 
and its fidelity to all its obligations. 

The operations of the company which have given rise to 
question, and which are deemed by some to have been uns 
warranted by the charter, have been entered into, as much 
from a desire to promote the interests of the community and 
facilitate its business, as from a desire of gain, The object 
has been to do a safe and cautious business, and to conform 
that business, so far as its charter would permit, to the wants 
of the community, rather than take great risks or engage in 
hazardous enterprises, which might bring large gains, but the 
failure of which would be alike prejudicial to the interests of 
the public and the institution. Neither does it deal in, or 
own, produce or merchandize of any kind, ) 

In conformity with this rule of policy, and as evidence of 
the system of management pursued by the company, I may- 
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here state that it has paid annually to its stockholders a divi- 
dend of only seven per cent. on its entire paid up capital. 

Your memorialist further represents unto your honorable 
body, that the company have desired and do desire to confine 
their transactions within their chartered powers. Upon the 
extent of the powers conferrec a difference of opinion exists. 
The charter, like every law, is subject to constructions which, 
on the point in question, as well as many others, may be va- 
rious, ‘according as its provisions may be viewed by different 
minds. The company have put such construction upon it as 
appeared to it fair and reasonable, and such.as has been as- 
sured to jt as correct and proper by eminent and learned 
counsel, In this they have had no desire or intention to transe 
cend the law, much less would they be found in a position of 
defiance to its requirements. On the contrary, they avow 
their earnest. desire to conform to all its provisions and abide 
by its sentence, pronounced according to its required forms, 
by its proper and constitutional tribunals. 

` So far as your memorialist is informed, the question as to. 
the right of the company to exercise the powers it does, has ' 
derived weight and importance in the minds of many, from 
the fact that sufficient safeguards are net provided by the 
charter to secure the public against loss. In this view, the 
company fully admit the importance of the question, falthough 
it is believed that the existence of actual capital in honest and 
competent hands is the best security, after all, that the public 
can have,) and without contesting their right to any exemption. 
furnished by their charter, propose to give the personal respon» 
sibility of all parties connected with the company, and in ad» 
dition thereto any ather specific security practicable which the 
Legislature may prescribe ; as also to furnish now, and peri- 
odically hereafter as often as the Legislature shall require, 
full and authenticated statements of their condition and affairs, 
and to provide against any transfer of stock without adequate 
notice. 

It was not anticipated by the company that any action in 
relation to its affairs would be had at the present session of 
your honorable body. In this, however, they have been mis- 
taken. In the proceedings of your honorable body, they find 
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interests deeply affecting not only the institution, but innocent 
third parties involved. To arrive at correct conclusions, ang 
do full justice to all concerned, to devise and apply competent 
means both for correction and protection, facts are to be as 
certained and established, for which sufficient time has not, 
and it is believed cannot now be given. No complaint has 
been preferred against the institution. The company has 
never, by any process known to the law, or in any manner, 
been called upon to answer for any alleged wrong or griev. 
ance. They have endeavored to discharge all their ,duties 
and obligations to the public. No noticelhas been given them 
that rights and interests vital to them were to be adjudicate 
and determined. 

In view, therefore, of all the circumstances of the case—no 
complaint having been made, no loss having ever occurred to 
any individual by any default of the company; full, perfect 
and unquestionable sécurity being tendered for all libabilities 
of the company, as well existing as those to be assumed here 
after—it is respectfully submitted to your honorable body, 
whether the ends of justice will be best subserved, the inter- 
ests of the people best protected, and the rights of innocent 


third parties best securred, by adopting, at this time, extraor 


dinary and unprecedented measures; and whether simple 


justice, and the uniform course of determining private rights, 
do not require that the company may at least be heard in its 
defence ?

The Joint Select Committee, to whdm was referred so 
much of the Governor's Message as relates to the formation 
of a State Government, together with all petitions and docu 
ments pertaining to that subject, beg leave to make the fok 
lowing 


REPORT: 
? 


A change from a Territorial to a State Government, com 
templates an important period in the political history of Wis 
consin. The character of our future institutions, and their 
adaptedness to the best interests of our population, will essem . 
tially depend upon the course of governmental policy, pursu 
ed by the people in the formation of a new government.— 
Whatever may have been the opinions heretofore maintainet | 
by the majority of the people in relation ta the expediency 
of forming a State Government in Wisconsin, it is believed 
that circumstances which have transpired within. the past year 
have produced a very general change in the public mind in 
favor of severing our Territorial dependency on the general 
government, and of assuming the rank and political standing 
to which we are entitled among the great family of States.— 
Events which transpired during the last session of Congress, 
indicate a disposition on the part of the general government 
to withhold from us the usual appropriations for the payment 
of our legislative expenses. Wisconsin is evidently regarded 
as having arrived at a period when she is capable of taking 
care of herself: and when a sense of self respect should induce 
her to throw off her territorial dependence. i 

Your committee will proceed to notice briefly the considers 
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wtions which in their opinion should influence the people of 
this Territory to the formation of a State Government with as 
little delay as their safety and convenience will allow. It is 
important that all of our preliminary action should be guided by 
calm deliberation, and that in every step we take towards the 
formation of a new government, the wisest of counsel should 
prevail. We should be neither hasty or ptetipitate in the 
adoption af measures, nor on the other hand, should we be too 
reluctant to assume the responsible duties of freemen, in the 
exercise of the prerogative of self-government: 

In considering the expediency of going into a State Govern- 
ment, the first question which naturally suggests itself to the - 
minds of the people is, what will be gained by the change ?— 
if our taxes are to be increased, and the burdens of govern- 
ment are to fall more heavily upon us on becoming a State, 
than by remaining a Territory, then why not remain in our 
present condition? While your committee believe that the 
question of forming a State Government, should not be regard- 
ed as one of meré dollars and cents, they nevertheless believe 
it can be made to appear that the pecuniary gain of Wiscon- 
sin, will be greater by the change than the pecuniary loss; and 
that the deprivation of the amount we annually receive from 
the general government will be more that balanced from oth- 
er sources. To calculate properly the loss and gain ofa 
change from our territorial condition ta that of a State, it may 
be well to particularize the pecuniary advantages we derive 
from the general government, as well as the advantages we 
may expect to gain by becoming a State. The average amount 
received from the general government for the payment of Le- 
gislative expenses for the last four years has been 16,812 
dollars per annum, ‘The appropriations for the expenses of 
the executive department, for salaries of judges, courts and ju- 
rors, average about $21,500 per annum; making the total av- 
erage amount annually received by. the Territory from the 
general government a little over $38,000 for the period be= 
fore mentioned. The foregoing embraces all the pecuniary 
benefits the Territory receives from the general government. 
The appropriations made by Congress for the payment of le- 
gislative expenses have been annually diminishing since 1842, 
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and there is no reasonable expectation of their again being im 
creased to the amount of former years. 

Your committee having enumerated the pecuniary advanty: 
ges, which the Territory derives from the general govern. 
ment, will now proceed to mention the several pecuniary be: 
nefits to be gained by going into a State Government. We 
shall on cur admission into the Unign obtain a title to fire 
hundred thousand acres of land, which is equivalent to an in 
vestment in cash of $6251400 for the benefit of the State, 
The profits on this investment cannot be calculated with any 
degree of certainty ; various opinions are entertained-as to the 
prospective increase in value of the thost desirable ‘publis 
lands which are now offered for sale in the Territory. There 
are many who believe that large investments might at the 
present time be made in lands which would be worth twenty 
percent per annum, while others believe that seven per cent, 
is all that could be safely calculated upon. It is not to be ex 
pected that these lands will be located for the benefit of the: 
State with the shrewdness which a capitalist would exercise 
for his individual interest ; but your committee believe that 
six per cent, is as low an estimate as any one would be disp 
sed to make, especially when it is taken into the account that 
the lands belonging to the State will not be subject to taxation, 
Six per cent. then, on an investinent of $625,000 would amount 
to $31,250 per annum. It is true that this amount would net 
be made available annually, nevertheless it would be an am 
nual accumulation to that amount to the original capital, whieh 
the State would in due time be sure to realize. The public 
lands in Wisconsin are rapidly being bought up, and the lon 
ger the formation of a State Government is delayed, the less 
will be the opportunity for making good selections for the 
State. The proceeds of these lands may be appropriated to 
such objects as the people may determine. The constitu 
tion of Iowa, adopted by ‘the convention of her delegates in 
November 1844, directed that the 500,000 acres of land to 
which the State was entitled should remain a perpetual fund; 
the interest of which should be inviolably applied to the sup 
port of common schools. Wisconsin would do well to make 

„a like disposition. aie 
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Wisconsin will be entitled to reeeive five per- cent. of the 
nett proceeds of the public lands sold within her Hmits from 
and after the time of her admission into the Union. Thè 
amount of purchase money received for public lands in this 
Territory during the year 1844 was $332,292 24. Your 
committee have not the authentic statements for 1845, but be- 
lieve the amount does not fall short of $500,000, How much 
should be deducted from this amount for expenses of sale 
and other contingenci¢s your committee have not the infor- 
mation at hand for defermining ; but assuming the nett pro- 
ceeds to be $450,000, ‘the five per cent, would amount to $22,- 
500. To this five per: ‘cent. sum, Wisconsin would have been 
entitled for the year 1845, had she been an independent 
State—a sum greater by some thousands than the average 
appropriation made by Congress for the payment of legisla- 
tive expenses for the past five years. Whether the sales of the 
public lands will be increased or diminished hereafter, can- 
not be definitely stated, but it is reasonable to presume that 
the amount of sales will not materially lessen for the next 
three or four years. 

In addition to the advantages of a pecuniary cliaracter al- 
ready mentioned, which will be gained by going into a State 
Government, the fall control and disposal of our school lands 
is a matter of great importance to the people of the Territory. 
The sixteenth section. of every surveyed township has been 
set apart by Congress for the encouragement and support of 
common schools, There have been sold of public lands in 
the Territory over 3,000,000 acres, and permanent : settlements 
have been made in more than 800 of the surveyed towriships. 
In many of these townships the settlements are of course 
sparse, and the school lots of but little if any more value than 
government lands ; but in the southern part of the Territory, 
many of the school lands are already valuable; and if the 
people had any authority to make any permanent disposition 
of them, many of the school sections might immediately be 
made available for educational purposes. Whenever Wiscon- 
sin becomes a State, the Legislature will have power to fix 
upon some settled policy in relation to our schcol lands; and 
as soon as permanent leases er conveyances can be made, 
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many of them will doubtless soon yield a revenue which will 
greatly aid the cause of education. 

The lands also which are granted by Congress for the 
establishment of a University, cannot well be placed in a 
condition to be made available until we’ become a State, 
The number of acres granted by the General Government 
for this object is forty-six thousand and eighty. A part of 
the University lands which were located a number of years 
ago, are now becoming valuable, and when we enter into 
the Union the title to them will be vested in the State, and 
the Legislature will have authority to sell or lease them, as 
may be deemed most advisable. 

Assaming that Congress extends to us on our admission 
into the Union, the same liberality which has been extended 
to other new States, we shall obtain still further grants of 
land besides those already named. So far then as the ques 
tion of pecuniary profit is concerned, we shall be greatly the 
gainers by foregoing all that we now receive as a Territory, 
and by receiving that to which we are entitled under a State 
sovereignty. 

The probable cost of supporting a State Government in 
Wisconsin cannot be arrived at with any considerable degree 
of accuracy. The people have it in their power to establish a 
plain, republican and economical government if they desire 
it; and doubtless it is their will to establish such an one, 
The compensation for performing the duties of the offices in 
the different departments of our government, should be nei- 
ther penurious por extravagant, In a republican government 
there must always be personal sacrifices for the general good, 
and if the time shall ever come when rendering the State a 
service will be measured strictly by the pecuniary considera- 
tion given, our free institutions will cease to exist. 

The cost of State Government differs widely in different 
States of the Union which are nearly equal in population. It 
does not appear that the lews-are more salutary or better 
administered in expensive governments than in those of a 
cheaper character. The constitution which was framed by 
the people of Iowa, but subsequently rejected in consequence 
of an alteration of the boundaries of the State by Congress, 
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contemplated a' State Government with biennial sessions of 
the Legislature, at a cost of about fifteen thousand dollars per 
annum. It appears, however, to be very generally admitted 
‘that Iowa fixed the salaries of many of her public officers too 
low, and that she contemplated too cheap a government; 
nevertheless the constitution of Iowa may ‘help to form some- 
thing of an estimate of the expense of a State Government in 
Wisconsin. The compensation allewed to the Judiciary of 
Towa appears to be the objectionable feature of the constitu- 
tion framed by the convention; the salaries allowed to the 
other officers of the government are probably nearly what 
they should be. "Adding then $5,000 more for the better 
payment and organization of the Judiciary, than was allowed 
by Iowa, and it will make the cost of a State Government 
with biennial sessions of the Legislature about $20,000 per 
annum; annual sessiens of the Legislature would increase 
the expense of government from fifty to seventy-five per cent, 
The assessed valuation of taxable property in this Territory 
for the year 1845, is $9,324 405. A tax therefore of less 
than four mills on the dollar would defray the expenses of the 
government with annual legislative sessions, provided the 
State during the first year of its existence was obliged to raise 
every dollar of its expenses by direct faxation, An increase 
of direct taxation for the sùpport of government must neces- 
sarily follow during the first years of our State independ- 
ence; but as has already been shown, the people will have 
become the possessers of a capital, the increase value per 
annum of which will be much greater than the amounts 
which they will be.obliged to raise’ by taxation. Mo new 
State ever came into the Union possessed of available reve- 
nues sufficient to defray the expenses of its government; and 
however long Wisconsin might think proper to potract -the 
period of her admission into the Union, she could not expect 
to be prepared to meet the expenses of new government with- 
out taxation. The General Government provides the new 
States, upon their setting up a government for themselves, 
with an outfit in lands, which are not so liable to be improvi- 
dently squandered as money, but which may be made avail- 
able and rendered a sure and permanent resource for the ben- 
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Your committee thus far have discussed only the pecuniary 
considerations which bear upon the question of State Govern. 
ment. There are other benefits of an important character, 
which cemmend themselves to the attentién of the people, 
Our political weight and importance as a State would give 
us decided advantages over our present Territorial condition, 
We are now a dependency—our politital condition is one of 
mere sufferance ; every law passed by-our Territorial Legis. 
lature is subject to the supervisory power of Congress Our 
Governors and our Secretaries are appointed by the Presi- 
dent ; nor have the people of the Territory any voice what- 
ever in the appointment of their Judges. The Judiciary is 
the most important branch of the government; yet it must 
always be defective until placed within the reach of the 
sovereign people, Whatever abuse may exist in the admin. 
istration of law by our highest tribunals, the people are 
obliged to submit, there being no means within their power 
of procuring a reform. Our relation to the government of 
the United States is one of entire dependence, and we are 
obliged to take the attitude of suppliants to procure annual 
supplies from Congress to maintain our Territortal govern 
ment. We have no voice in the governmental affairs of the 
Union ; no matter how momentous the question at issue, we 
have not a single vote to cast. 

By becoming a State, we at once become invested with 
rights and privileges which are held invaluable by a free 
people. Inthe Senate of the United States our numerical 
strength would be as great as that of any State, however 
populous, in the Union, In the House of Representatives, 
we should not only have a voice, but ‘a vote, on every ques- 
tion pertaining to the welfare of the Union or the interests 
of Wisconsin, In matters of commerce, agriculture, mining, 
and whatever else concerns this portion of the great West, 
the wishes of our population would be fully represented; 
the necessity of harbors on our lake coast, the improvement 
of our river navigation, and other works of national import 
ance, could then be more successfully urged upon the atten- 
tion of Congress. Whenever the political influence of the 
people of Wisconsin can be brought to bear upon our Press 
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idential elections, and upon the decisjons of, our national 
Legislature, then she will no longer be treated as an infe- 
rior, but as an equal, and then will her political power be 
courted, instead of being treated, as it now is, with indiffer- 
ence. l 

The influence which a State Government would have in 
correcting many of the evils and abuses which have hitherto 
been attendant upon our Territorial form of government, 
must be apparent to all. It is a republican maxim that all 
good governments must derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed: whenever a government, in any 
ef its departments, is entirely beyond the reach of the ballot 
box—when the people are deprived of the proper exercise 
of their legitimate sovereignty, abuses of power will inevi- 
tably be the consequence, An immediate responsibility of 
the government to the people, is the true safeguard of the 
people’s rights. 

We have abundant proof of the profligate tendency of a 
Territorial Government. No rigid system of economy can 
be enforced until the tax payers of Wiseonsin are interested 
in every dollar of public expenditure. That the tendency of 
our Territorial government is calculated to foster habits of 
dissoluteness and extravagance, no one can deny. Our ter- 
ritorial officers seem to regard it as a part of their duty to 
use up the funds which are annually appropriated by Con- 
gress; and hence the length of our legislative sessions has 
been governed more by the amount of our annual appropri- 
ations than by the amount of business to be done. Unless 
all the acknowledged maxims of morals are ee the ten- 
dency of these things must be pernicious. 

Under a State Government, the people will exercise a 
more strict observance ‘over the acts of all their public ser- 
vants; no wasteful expenditures will be treated with com- 
placency ; every department of the government will be held 
accountable to the people; and dishonesty will be more 
likely to meet its just rebuke at the ballot box. If the peo- 
ple wish to enjoy all the rights and privileges that apper- 
tain to freemen, and give to Wisconsin the true attributes 
of sovereignty; if they wish to exercise their proper fran- 
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chise in the election of their rulers, they must assume the 
rank to which they are entitled among the independent States 
of the Union. 

Thè confused and uncertain condition of our laws, i is ans 
other argument which should influence the people to the 
formation of a State Government. Our Territorial legisla. 
tion is now regarded as only temporary; the necessity of a 
revision of our laws is felt and generally acknowledged, yet 
ho one pretends that this desirable object will be accom 
plished until we become a State. Aside from other laws, 
those alone which relate to our common schools imperiously 
demand attention, Tlie condition of our common schools js 
far from being creditable, and there is but little prospect of 
any permanent improvement while we remain a Territory, 
We have no plan for common schools deserving the name 
of system, and the prevailing sentiment is, that no effective 
system of education can be devised until we become a State. 
Wisconsin js hazarding much by neglecting the instruction 
of the fising generation ; it may take years of arduous and 
persevering effort to repair the wrong. Without early and 
vigorous action to raise higher the standard of education, the 
prospective destiny of the State is dark and unpromising. 

Whatever force there may have been in the objection 
heretofore urged, that our population was too small to form 
a State Government, it certainly now has but little plausi- 
bility, The present number of inhabitants in this Territory 
probably does not fall short of 115,000, and should we come 
into the Union in the early part of the year 1847, we shall 
shave a greater population at the time of our admission, with 
a single exception, than any of the new States which have 
preceded us since the confederation of the original thirteen. 

There probably will never be a more favorable period for 
Wisconsin to come into the Union than the present. The 
political balance of power between the North and the South 
is now placed in an attitude which excites very general at- 
tention and solicitude throughout the Union. Florida and 
Texas have come into the great family of States, and the 
interests of the Republic seem imperiously to demand `a 
speedy admission of Wisconsin. As great and momentous 
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as are the questions growing out of Northern and Southern 
interests, it is not strange that the entire North is now invit- 
ing us to throw off our Territorial Government, and to assume 
the rights that pertain to a free and independent State,

The select committee to whom were referred the report of | 
the commissioners and receiver appointed under the actof 
the Legislative Assembly, approved February 18th, 1845, 
to provide for carrying into effect an act of Congress granting 
a section of land for the improvement of Grant river, at the 

° town of Potosi, in Wisconsin Territory, approved June 6, 
1844; together with the report and estimate of the Engineer 
employed to survey and estimate the contemplated improve- 
ment; and also the memorial to Congress on the same subject, 
which has passed the Council, submit the following 


REPORT: 


It appears from the report of the commissioners, that they 
have eaused the section of land granted by the said act of Com 
gress to be surveyed and laid out into lots and sold according 
to the provisions of the said act of the Legislative Assembly. 

It also appears from the said report, that Robert Temple- 
ton, who was appointed by the act of the Legislative Assem 
bly, receiver of the money arising from the sale of said lots, 
declined to qualify as such according to the provisions of the 
act, and that the said commissioners, by virtue of the power 
vested in them, appointed Joel Allen Barber as receiver in his 
place, who gave the bond and took the oath required by law. 

The aggregate amount of the sales of the said lots as shown 
from the documents referred to the committee, is four thous- 
and one hundred and thirty dollars and sixty-four cents. The 
recciver’s report gives a detailed statement of the expenses 
incurred in the survey and sale of the said section, and in the

survey and éstimate of the improvement contemplated by the 
act of Congress. The aggregate of all these expenses amounts 
to the sum of one thousand three hundred and fifty dollars 
and forty cents, and the receiver’s commission on receipts and 
disbursements as fixed by law amounts to the sum of fifty-four 
dollars and eighty-one cents ; which leaves a nett sum now in 
the hands of the receiver, of two thousand seven hundred and 
thirty-five dollars and forty-three cents, to be applied to the 
improvement contemplated by the act of Congress: 

For the purpose of ascertaining the best and most practicable 
mode of making the improvement for which i section of 
land was grantéd by the general government, and the proba- 
ble cost of the work, the commissioners employed the Engi- 
neer superintending the improvement of the harbor at Du- 
buque, to make the necessary survey and estimates of the pro- 
posed work, whose report accompanies the report of the com- 
missioners. The Engineer after an examination of the Mis- 
sissippi and Grant rivers, and the different channels connect- 
ing them together, and the obstructions which impede the 
navigation to the harbor at Potosi, is of opinion, that the only 
practicable and certain mode of permanently improving the 
Grant river and harbor at Potosi, is to cut a canal from Grant 
river dcross the island to the main channel of the Mississippi. 
In this opinion of the Engineer the committee concur. If the 
proposed canal shall be opened, the fall of water from the 
main channel of the Mississippi to Grant river at the Potosi 
landing, will create a current sufficient to keep a canal open, 
and will also greatly tend to the improvement of the naviga- 
tion below the landing. 

Although the cost of the proposed canal greatly exceeds the 
fund now available for its construction, and may seem to some 
to be a large sum to apply to such a work, yet the committee 
are of opinion, that the importance of the improvement to the 
western part of the Territory, is of such magnitude that the 
work ought to be undertaken, and a commencement made with 
the funds now applicable to that purpose. This sum will be 
very nearly or quite sufficient, according to the estimate that 
has been made, to pay for the clearing and scrubbing the ground 
and making the first course of excavation. This much of the 
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work can be completed during the present year, and it may 
reasonably be expected, that Congress will appropriate a suf 
ficient sum to finish the improvement after it shall have been 
once begun. If commenced, it will be the first river improve 
ment undertaken in the western part of our Territory, and its 
consequence to the community generally, will, in the opinion 
of the committee, recommend it to the favorable consideratio 
of the general government. By expending the means on 
hand in ajudicious manner, for the purpose provided by the 
act of Congress, it will be shown to that body that the Terri 
tory is acting in good faith in the use of the appropriation; and 
the question will be presented for consideration, whether the 
sum applied to the commencement of the work shall be sui 
ferred to be lost entirely for the want of means to complete ii, 
or whether an additional appropriation shall be made suff. 
cient to effect the object of the original grant? Believing, 
that when the case is properly presented, Congress will no 
withhold the means necessary to accomplish that object, the 
committee are of opinion that the work should be commenced 
without delay, and herewith report & bill for that purpose, ani 
recommend its passage. The committee also recommend th 
passage of the memorial passed by the Council and report thy 
same back to the House without amendment. ' 
For the purpose of laying the whole subject before Congres 

in the most intelligible and comprehensive manner, the com 
mittee also recommend that the several reports of the commis 
sioners, receiver and engineer, referred to them and herewith 
` yeported back to the House, be printed. 
All of which. is respectfully submitted.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Council and House of Representatives of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of Wisconsin : 


The undersigned commissioners, appointed by an act of the 
Legislative Assembly of the said Territory, approved Feb. 
18th, 1844, entitled “an act to provide for carrying into effect 
an act of Congress entitled ‘an act granting a section of land 
for the improvement of Grant river, at the town of Potosi, in 
Wisconsin Territory,’ approved June 18:h, 1844,” submit the 
following report, in pursuance of the provisions of the said act 


of the said Assembly: 


That we, having first taken the cath prescribed by the said 
act of the said Assembly, caused the section of land mentioned. 
in the act of Congress referred to, to be surveyed into town 
or village lots, styled “in lots,” and into out lots, as provided 
by the said act of th® said Assembly, and for making such 
survey, we employed Henry A. Wiltse as a surveyor, who was 
duly sworn to the faithful and impartial performance of his 
duties as such surveyor. 

That we caused four accurate and correct plats of the sur- 
vey of the said section of land, as provided by the said act of 
the said Assembly, to be made, certified by ourselves and the 
said surveyor ; one of which plats we filed in the office of the 
Register of Deeds of the county of Grant—one we forwarded 
to the Governor of the Territory—one we forwarded to the 
Surveyor General of Wisconsin and Iowa, and the fourth we 
filed in our own office. 

That we gave the notice required to be given by us by 
the fourth section of the act of the said Assembly, of the 
time and place that we would commence the examination 
of claims to pre-emption rights to lots upon the said section 
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of land. We examined and determined all claims ‘to pre, 
emption rights, whether contested or not contested, to lots 
upon said section, presented to us for adjudication, and 
made out duplicate certificates of each pre-emption right 
allowed by us—one of which we delivered to the pre-emptor, 
and the other we forwarded to the Governor of the Terr. 
tory. 

That as soon as we had decided upon all claims to pre-emp, 
tion rights to lots upon said section, we gave immediate notice 
thereof to the Surveyor General of Wisconsin and Iowa, who 
thereupon appointed John Wharton, Augustus L. Gregoire 
and Henry A. Wiltse, Commissioners, to view and examine 
_ the lots actually improved and occupied, and to assess the 
yalue thereof according to’ the provisions of the said act of 
Congress ; and the Commissioners appointed by the said Sur. 
veyor General did thereupon assess the value upon all such 
lots to which a pre-emption right had been granted by us, and 
they also made out a certified copy of such valuation, which 
they filed in our office. 

Your Commissioners would here remark, that the Commis. 
sioners appointed by the Surveyor General of Wisconsin and 
Iowa, in assessing the value of lots upon said section actually 
occupied and improved, did not regard the limitation provided 
by the 6th section of the said act of the said Assembly, hav 
ing in many cases fixed the value of such occupied and im 
proved lots below the minimum valuation puree by the 6th 
section of said act. 

Your Commissioners would further report, that Robert 
Templeton, appointed by the said act of the said Assem 
bly, Receiver of the funds arising from the sale of lots upon | 
said section, declined in writing to act and qualify as such 
Receiver. Your Commissioners thereupon appointed Joel 
Allen Barber such Receiver, who qualified as provided by 
the said act of the said Assembly, whose official bond and his 
sureties were approved by us and forwarded to the Governor 
of the Territory. 

That after such valuation was completed, and return there: 
of made to us, we gave notice inthe manner provided in 
the seventh section of the said act of the said Assembly, 
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that all the lots on the said section of land, not entered by 


| pre-emption according to the provisions of the said act of 


Congress and of the said Assembly, prior to the day of sale, 
would be sold at public auction to the highest bidder, for 
cash, on the 15th day of September, 1845 ; and that all lots 


upon said section, nét purchased by pre-emption previous to | 


the said day of sale, were sold in pursuance of the said no- 
tice and of the said act of the said Assembly, on the 15th 
and 16th days of September, 1845, at the town of Potosi, in 
said Territory. The aggregate amount of all which sales is 
the sum of four thousand one hundred and thirty dollars and 
sixty-four cents, 

Your Commissioners further report, that they have kept a 
record of all their proceedings, and have made accurate re- 
turns to the Governor of the Territory of Wisconsin, of all 
lots sold by pre-emption or otherwise, according te any of the 
provisions of the said act of the said Assembly. 

That after the sale of the said lots, we caused an estimate 
and survey to be made of the improvement contemplated by 
the said act of Congress, which was made by and under the 
direction of Capt. Jashua Barney, U. S. civil engineer, su- 
perintending the improvement of the Dubuque harbor, in Iowa 
Territory ; which estimate and survey, and all other informa- 
tion connected with the proposed improvement collected by 
us, are embodied in the report of Capt, Barney, herewith sub- 
mitted as a part of this our report. 

The views of Capt. Barney in relation to the proposed im- 
provement, as set forth in his report, we fully concur in, hav- 
ing examined the ground with him. 

Your Commissioners would further report, that the aggre- 
gate amount of expenses allowed and audited by them for all 
expenses in surveying the said section into lots, making the 
maps, adjusting claims to pre-emption rights to lots on said 
section, selling said lots, printing, and for making the survey 
and estimate of the said improvement, and all other expenses 
jncurred by them in the discharge of their duties as such 
Commissioners, is the sum of thirteen hundred and fifty dol- 
Jars and forty cents, for which amount drafts were drawn on 
the Receiver, as provided by law, the items of which expen- 
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diture will be found in -he annual report of the Receiver, to 
which reference is made.

ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Dusuaquz, November 15, 1845, 

(enrLemen :—I have agreeably to your request, made the 
¥econnoisance and examinations necessary for directing a 
survey of the harbor of Potosi and its environs, for the pur 
pose of ascertaining the best mode of improving it, and 
making it accessible for steamboats at all stages of water, 
These surveys having been executed by Mr. Samuel O: 
Wiltse, and the result communicated to me, after a careful 
examination of the subject, I have the honor to submit the - 
following report and estimates, accompanied with maps illus- 


trative of the same. 


The hatbor at present, situated as it is on one of the ¢ollats 
eral branches, or channels, of the Mississippi, appears to be 


‘approachable only by the tortuous sinuosities of Grant River 


Slough, or, by the shorter and little less objectionable thean- 
derings of Swift Slough. The channel of the former is ob- 


„structed at numerous points by shoals or bars formed by de- 


posits of tilt. The removal of this would require a great 


amount of dredging to make it navigable at low water, and 


the annual operations of a dredge boat would, in all probabil- 
ity, be indispensable to keep it at a proper depth. In a chan- 
nel so longeand crooked, it is difficult to form a correct idea 
of what the result might be in case it should be so improved. 
The removal of the bars as they now stand might cause the 
accumulation of deposits in other places; and the work of one 
season might be counteracted and rendered useless by the 
result of the succeeding one. It is highly important too, that 
boats in ascending the river should have an easy egress from 
the harbor, and that there should be the same facilities for 
the ingress of boats descending. And as the improvement of 
this channel only, cannot afford these, the project of making 
It navigable should be abandoned. 
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The channel of Swift Slough is navigable for boats of light 
draft at nearly all stages of water, and the approach to the 
landing after leaving it is only liable to be obstructed at the 
point A, in Grant River Slough, where the water, as indicated 
by the soundings, was only four feet deep at the time the 
examinations were made. It therefore appears that but littl 
is required to be done to make the water of sufficient depth 
for the present. The objections to this improvement, hows 
ever, are the same, though in a less degree, as those offered 
to the improvement of Grant River Slough. 

It appears too that the sand bar sithated above the island 
B, and extending nearly to the mouth of Ferry Slough, is 
rapidly approaching the island. The soundings show that 
there is merely sufficient water at present for boats to pass at 
G, when the river is very low, and the deposit of a few mote 
years may effectually close the ingress. 

The existence of this bar, located as it is, will dander the 
duration of any improvement which can be made in connex 
tion with the Swift Slough very uncertain. It would there 
fore be advisable to adeoe some less precarious means of at 
taining the desired result; and the most feasible plan ‘which 
presents itself, would be a direct cut froni the Mississippi river 
to Grant River Slough, as represented on the accompatiying 
maps. The surface of the water in the Mississippi at tha 
point Ð, was nine inches above the surface of the water in 
Grant River Slough at the point E, when the surveys Were 
made by Mr. Wiltse; and the distance from D to E, being 
but three thousand two hundred feet, there would consequent 
ly be a current of sufficient velocity to prevent the accitinula- 
tion of any deposit in the bed of the canal. The cotirsé from 
the outlet, or point E, to the landing place being very direct, 
the force of the additional quantity of water from the canal 
into Grant River Slough, flowing as it would with its accele- 
rated velocity, would have a tendency not only to keep the 
channel of the slough clear, but would probably deepen it at 
the point F, where it is at present most shallow. A beneficial 
result might also be anticipated throughout the entire length’ 
of the slough. pai 

The canal from the Mississippi will be approachable at any

stage of water, for boats ascending or descending the river. 
ae current of the river impinges against the bank with its 

I force, and the water being deep, little apprehension may 
be entertained of the formation of any bars contiguous to the 
entrance of the canal, 

The following estimate is predicated on the supposition that 
the canal will be fifty feet wide at the bottom, and of sufficient 
depth to be navigable at all times for boats of the largest class 
which ascend the Rapids.

The committee to whom was referred the communication 
from the Educational Convention, [see Doe. A.] have had 
the same under consideration, and respectfully 


REPORT: 


That in their opinion argument will be unnecessary to draw 
from this House a favorable response to the timely suggestions 
contained in the subjoined communication, 

An enlightened public sentiment will at all times be found 
arrayed on the side of intelligence; and any contemplated 
improvement in the institutions of learning cannot, in the 
opinion of your committee, too, earnestly commend itself to 
the investigation of the Legislature anù the people. A liberal 
and widely extended system of common school education 
would prove the most enduring bulwark of our nation. 

When inquiry was made bya foreigner of a celebrated — 
Grecian lawgiver, where were the walls which defended 
Sparta, in answer he stretched forth his hands towards a 
number of well taught youths by whom he was surrounded, 
and said “ behold the walls of Sparta!” So with us,—let 
England boast of her walls of wood and stone if she will, but 
our defence against internal commotion or foreign invasion 
must ever depend on the sound education of our citizens; 
and whether in war or in peace, no subject can be of such 
vital importance in rendering our institutions both permanent 
and prosperous, as is the systematic instruction of the rising 
generation—more especially if we take into the account, that _ 
the son of the humblest individual in our land may be called 
to preside at the helm of public affairs, and to wield and guide 
the destinies of a great and powerful nation, 
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The bill to provide fur a Superintendent of Common Schools, 
which I am instructed to present for the concurrence of thj3 
House, the committee deem of the first importance, An effort 
has been made to fix upon a sum which shall be deemed by 
the Legislature adequate payment for the labors of the Super. 
intendent, and at the same time not beyond a reasonable come 
pensation.

COMMUNICATION 
FROM-THE EDUCATIONAL CONVENTION, 


The committee appointed by the convention te prepare and 
submit some plan for the advancement of common school ed- 
ucation in Wisconsin, respectfully submit the following 


REPORT: 


The committee, in the first place deem it of the highest 
importance, before any system of common school education is 
permanently established in Wisconsin, that the evils and 
deficiencies of the existing system should be fully under- 
stood, and the state and condition of common schools in the 
different counties of the Territory thoroughly ascertained, in 
order that the most effective remedies may be applied, and 
that a system may be adopted suited to the entire wants of 
our varied population and our extended Territory. 

It is conceded, that at the present time, that our system of 
common school education is so imperfect and defective as to 
be altogether insufficient to furnish the means of suitable ele- 
mentary instruction to the youth of our Territory. 

In some counties one system is adopted, and in some, an- 
other; and in few, if any, is there uniformity or efficiency. 

To examine, therefore, into the existing defects; to ascer- 
tain the present condition of common schools in Wisconsin ; 
and to prepare the way for the adoption hereafter of a sys- 
tem of popular elementary instruction, uniform, efficient and 
- permanent, and adapted to the ever-increasing wants of our 
constantly augmenting population, the committee are of opin- 
ion that an agent should be appointed by the Legislature to 
visit the different counties in the Territory, and the different 
school districts in those counties; and that it be made the 
duty of such agent to ascertain the condition of commion 

AD 
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schools, to collect statisties with regard to the subject of edin 
tation generally,- and to -erganize, in the several counties, 
educational assaciations for the purpose of advancing the cause 
of common school education in Wisconsin, and also, for the 
same purpose, to organize in said counties, Teachers’ Associa 
tions, similar to those established within the past few years in 
the States of New York and Massachusetts, and which have 
‘contributed so materially to improve'the character of the ele. 
mentary instruction in those States; and that such agent -be 
required to report the result of his examinations and labors to 
the next Legislative Assembly of the Territory, accompanied 
with such suggestions and recommendations as may, in his 
opinion, be deemed conducive to the advancement of the 
cause of common schools. 

The committee believe that the adoption of this course 
would greatly facilitate future legislation on this important 
subject, and result in vast and enduring benefits to the people 
of the Territory, 

The committee also recommend, in connection with this 
subject, the appointment by the convention of a committee 
consisting of ten members, whose duty it shall be to report 
and submit to the Legislature of Wisconsin, at its next ses 
sion, an entire and uniform system of common school educa- 
tion for the State of Wisconsin, and slso prepare and repott 
to the same the form of a bill embodying said system. 

The committee also recommend, in order to carry out more 
effectually the foregoing suggestion, that a Territorial Edu 
cational Association be formed ; that the officers of said asso- 
ciation shall consist of a President, and also of one Vice Pres. 
ident for each county in the Territory, a Recording Secretary, 
a Corresponding Secretary and a Treasurer; and that said 
association shall meet annually at the seat of government of 
Wisconsin. 

The committee regard it “among the highest and most 
important of the duties of legislators to provide as far as may 
be, by suitable legislation, for the education of the whele 
people.” 

Upon the importance of a good system of common school 
education in Wisconsin the committee deem it superfluous to 
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enlarge. Both its importance and its necessity, in. a free and 
republican government, are universally conceded; and the 
statesman, the philanthropist, and the christian, alike regard 
it as the safeguard of liberty, the support of virtue, and the 
pillar of religion.

OF MR. BURNETT, FROM THE JUDICIAKY COMMITTEE. 


The committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred 
sundry petitions, praying for an alteration of the act regulat 
ing marriages, have had the same under consideration, ani 
submit the following 

REPORT: 


The petitioners complain that the second section of the act, 
which requires ministers of the gospel to file a copy of their 
credentials with the clerk of the district court of the county in 
which any marriage is to be solemnized, and have the same 
recorded, before they shal] be authorized to solemnize mar- 
riages, is burthensome and expensive, and they ask to be 
relieved from the hardship of the law. 

Marriage, so far as its form and ceremonies are concerned, 
and its effect and consequences when performed, is regarded 
by the laws of our country as a eivil contract. From the im- 
portance of the relations thus created, the Legislature has 
thought it to be wise and proper to require the contract to be 
solemnized by some public functionary. A number of civil 
officers are authorized by law to perform this service, and 
ministers of the gospel, though constituting no part of the 
civil authority of the State, have the power conferred on them, 
doubtless from the sacredness of their calling and the solem- 
nity of the ceremony of celebrating marriages. It has also 
been thought proper by the Legislature, that record evidence 
should be preserved of all marriages solemnized in each 
county respectively, and of the authority to perform such sol- 
emnization. The propriety of this requisition of the law 
seems to be too obvious to require any argument from the | 
committee for its support. If the record shows that a mar, 


` 
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yiage was celebrated by a particular civil officer or minister 
of the gospel, it might become a matter of importance or of 
interest to ascertain whether it was done by a person author- 
ized by law.. The records of the county will always show 
the authority of the civil officers; and the committee can see 
no teason why they should not be equally certain as to the 
qualifications of ministers in relation to their authority ta per- 
form civil rites, ‘To exempt the ministers from having their 
credentials recorded at all, or to make their recording in one 
county answer for the whole Territory, as is asked for by some, 
would not, in the opinion of the committee, be expedient. 
True, it would relieve the minister from some trouble and a 
trifling expense, but it would impose a much greater hardship 
upon any one who might undertake to ascertain his authority 
from an authentic source. We are of opinion that the incon- 
venience and expense complained of are not so great as to be 
a grievance, and that whatever it may be, it is not expedient 
to grant the relief prayed for by altering the law as it now 


exists.
